To match mine Author, who in that all other doth ſermount: 

Yet (gentle Reader) do truſt my trauell in this cace, 

May purchaſe fauour in thy ſight my doings to imbrace: 
Conſidering what a {ca of Goods and lewells thou ſhalt find, 

Not more delightfull to the eare, hen fruicfull ro the mind, 

For this do learned perſons decme of Ouidipreſent worke, 

That in no one of all his Bookes the which he rote, do lurke

J purpoſe to intreat, 
Ve Gods vouchſafe (faz you are they, 

that wꝛought this wondꝛous feate ) 
To furtherthis mine enterpaiſe: 

And from the wozld begunne, 
>=. Graunt that my Uerſe may to my tune, 
his courſe directly runne. 
Befoꝛe the Dcaand Land were made, 
and Heauen that all doth hide, 
Jn all the wozld one only faceof Nature did abide, 
Which Chaos hight, a huge rude heape, and nothing elſc but euen 
Ahcamelumpe and clottred clodof ſaves together dꝛiuen, 
Of things at ſtrike among themſelues, fo2 want ol o2der due. | 
No Sunne as yet with lightſome beames the ſhapeleſſe woꝛld did view: 
No Mone in growing did repaite her hoꝛnes withbo2rowed light; 
No2 yet the earth amids the ayꝛe did hang by wondꝛous ſlight 
Juſt peyzed by her pꝛoper weight: Noꝛ winding in and out 
Did Amphitryie with her armes embzace the earth about. 
Fo2 where was earth, was ſea and ayꝛe, ſo was the earth vnſtable. 
Lhe ayꝛe all darke, the ſea likewiſe ta beare a ſhippe vnable. 
No kind ol thing had pꝛoper ſhape, but each confounded other. 
Fo2 in one ſelſe ame body ſtroue the hote and colde together. 
The moyſt with dꝛy, the ſoft with hard, the light with things of weight. 
This ſtrife did Cod and Nature bꝛeake, and ſet in oꝛder ſtreight. a 
Che earth from heauen, the ſea from earth, he parted o2derly, 
And from the thick and foggy ay2e,hetwke the lightſome skte. 
Which when he once vnfolded had, and ſeuered from the blind 
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And clodded heape. e ſetting each from other, did them bind 
In endleſſe fciendſhip to agree. The fire moſt pure and bzight, 
The ſubſtance of the heauen it ſelfe, becauſe it was ſo light 
Did mount aloft, And ſet it ſelfe in higheſt place of all. 

Che ſecond rae of right to ayze, fozughtnes did befall, 
Theearthmoze g2olle, dzew downe with it each weighty kind ol matter, 
And ſet it ſelſe in loweſt place.

Moꝛeouer, Spꝛings and mighty Peres and Lakes he did augment, Fo 
And flowing ſtreames of croked Bꝛokes in winding banks he pent. 5 
Ol which the earth doth dzinke vp ſome, and ſome with reſtleſſe race 
Do ſecke the Sea: where finding ſcope of larger rome and ſpace, 

In ſtead of bankes, they beat on ſhozes. He did command the plame 
And champion grounds to ſtretch out wide: and valleys to remaine 
Aye vnderneath: and eke the wods to hide them decently 

With tender leaues: and ſtony hilles to lift themſelues on hie. 

And as tino Zones do cut the Heauen vpon the righter ſide, 

And other twaine vpon the left likewiſe the ſame diuide, 

The middle in outragious heateercceding all the reft : 

Euen ſo likewiſe thꝛough great foʒeſight to God it ſeemed beſt, 

Che tarth included in the ſame ſhonld ſo deuided be, 

As with the number of the Heauen, her Zones might full agrce, 
Dfwhich the middle Zone in heate the vtmoſt twame in cold 
Excerde ſo farre, that thereto dwell no creature dart be bold. of 
Betwirt theſe two lo great extreames, two other Zones ate fixt, 
Where tempꝛature ot heate and cold indifferently is mixt. 4 | 
Now ouer this doth hang the Apꝛe, which as it is moze fleightie 5 
Then earth and water ; fo againe than fireit is moze weighty- 
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There hath he placed myſt and clouds, and foz to ftay mens minds, 
The thunder and the lightning eke, with cold and bluſtring winds. 
But pet the maker of the wozlapermitteth not alway, 

The windes to vſe the ayze at wil · Foz at this pzeſent day, 
Though each from other placed be in ſundzy coaſts aſide; 

The violence of their boyſtrous blaſts, things ſcarcely can abide. 
They ſo turmoyleas though they would the woꝛld in pertes rend, 
So cruellis thoſe bzothers wzath when that they doe contend, 

And tyerefoze to the mozning gray, the Realme of Nabathie, 

To Perſis and to other lands and countries that doe lie 

Farre vnderneath the moꝛning Starre, did Eurus take his flight, 
Like wiſe the ſetting of the Sunne, and ſhutting in ol night 

Belong to Zephyr. And the blaſts of bluſtring Boreas raigne, 

In Scythia, and in other lands ſet vnder Charles his waine, 

And vato Autter doth belong the coaſt of all the South, 

Who beareth ſhoures and rotten miſtes, continuall in his mouth. 
Aboue all theſe he ſet aloft the cleare and lightſome skte, 

Without al: dꝛegges of earthly filth oꝛ gꝛoſſeneſſe vtterlie, 

The bounds of things were ſcarfly yet by him thus pointed out, 
But that appeared in the Yeauen, ſtartes gliſtring all about, 
Which in the ſayd confuſcd heape had didden beene befoze, 

And to thintent with linely things each Region foz to ſtoze. 

The heauenly ſoyle, to Gods and ſtarres and Planets firſt he gaue, 
Lhe waters next both freſh and ſalt he let the Fiſhes haue. 

The ſuttle ayꝛe to fluckring Fowles and Birds he hath aſſignde. 
Che earth to Beaſts both wild and tame of ſundꝛy ſoꝛt and kind. 
Howbeit yet of all this while, the creature wanting was, 
Farremozc diuine, ofnobler minde, which ſhould the reſidue paſſe 
Jn depth ofknowledge, reaſon, wit, and high capacitie, 

And which of all the reſidue ſhould the Loꝛd and rulet bee. 

Then eyther he that made the wo2ld, and things ino2der (ct, 

Ot heauenly ſ&de engendꝛed Man: oz elſe the carth as pet 

Poung, luſty, freſh, and in her flowers, and parted from the gkte 
But late beſoꝛe, the ſerde thereof as pet held inwardly. 

The which Prometheus tempzingſtraight with water ofthe ſpzing, 
Did make in likenes to the Gods that gouerneeuery thing. 
And where all other beaſtes behold the ground with groueling eie, 
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Me gaue to Pan a ſtately Ene tepleat with mateime. 
And wil dyim to behold the Heauen with countnance talk on hie, 
To marke and vadecſtand what things were in the ſtarrie gkie. 
And thus the earth which late befoze had neither ſhape no: hew, 
Dod fake tye noble Hape of Man, and was trans ſo:med new. 
Chen ſpꝛang vp firlt the Golden age, which of it ſeife maintaind 
The truth and right of euery thing vato;ſt and vnconſtcaind. 
There was no feareof puniſhment, there was no thꝛeatning lawe 
In bzazen tables nayled vp to keepe the folkein awe. 
There was no man would crouch oꝛ creepe to Judge with cap in hand, 
They liued ſafe without a Judge, in euer realme and land. 
The loftie Pinette was not hewen from mountaines where it ſtod, 
In ſœking ſtrange and fo: taine lands, to roue vpon the flod. 
Men knew none other Countries pet, than where themſelucs did keeps : 
There was no towneencloſed yet, with walles and diches deepe. 
No hoꝛne noꝛ trumpet was in vſe, noſwo2d noꝛ helmet wozne, 
The wo2ld was ſuch that ſouldiers helpe might eafily be ſo2bozne. 
The fertile earth as yet was free, vntoucht of ſpade oz plough, 
And yet it yeelded of it ſelfe ofeuery thing enough. 
And men themſelues contented well with plaine and ſimple fod, 
That on the earth of Natures giſt without their tcauell ſtod, 
Did liue by Raſpis,heppes and hawes, by coꝛnels, plummes and cheries, 
Dy lloes and apples, nuts and peares, and loath/o:nc bꝛamble becries, 
And by the akoꝛns dꝛopt on ground, from loues bꝛoad tree in field. 
Che ipzing-tune laſted all the pate, and Lephyr with his mulde 
And gentle blaſt did cheriſh things that grew ofone acco2d, 
The ground vntild, all kind of fcuttes didplenteouſly auo2d, 
No muck no? tillage was beſtowd on leane and barren land, 
To make the cozneof better head, and ranker fo: to ſtand. 
Chen ſtreames ran milke, then ſtreames ran wine, x yellow hony flowd 
From each grerne free whereon the rayes of ficric Phcbus glowd. 
But when that into lv bo once Sacurnus being thzuſt, 
The rule and charge of all the wozld was vnder lou vniuſt, 
And that the ſiluer age came in, moꝛe ſomewhat bace then gold, 
Mo ze pꝛetious pet then freckled bꝛaſſe, ummediatly the old 
And ancient Spꝛing did lou abꝛidge, and made thereof anon, 
Fourt ſeaſons; Winter, Sommer, @pzing, and Autumnc of and on. 
Dhe 
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Che firſt of all beganthe ayze with fernent heat to ſwelt. 
Chen liycles hung roping downe: then fo2 the cold was felt 
Men gan to ſhzoud themſelues in houſe, their houſes were the thicks, 
Andbuſhie queaches, hollow caues,02 hardels made of ſticks. 
Then firff of all were furrowes dzawne, and cozne was caſt in ground. 
The ſimple Dre with ſozie ſighes to heaute yoke was bound. 

Next after this ſucceeded ſtraight, the third and bꝛazen age, 

Moe hard of Nature, ſomewhat bent to cruell warres and tage. 
But yet not wholy paſt all grace. Of vꝛon is the laſt, 
Jn no part god and tractable as fozmer ages paſt. 
Foz when that of this wicked Age onte opened was the vaine, 
Cherein all miſchiele ruſhed fozth, then Fayth and Truth were faine 
And honeſt ſhame to hide their heads · foz whom ſept ſtoutly in, 
Craft, Treaſon, Uiolence, Cnuie, Pꝛide, and wicked Luſt to win. 
Lhe ſhipman hoyſt his ſayles to wind, whoſenames he did not know: 
And ſhippes that erſt in toppes ol hilles and mountaines had ygrow, 
Did leape and daunce on vncouth wanes : and men began tobound, 
With dowles and ditches dꝛawne in length the free and feltile ground, 
Which was as common as the ayꝛe and light of Sunne befoze, 
Not onelp cozne and other fruits fo; ſubſtance and ſoꝛ ſtoꝛe, 
Werenow eracted ofthe Earth: but ett they gan to dig, 
And in the bowels ofthe ground vnſaciably to rig 
Foz tiches tought and hidden derpe, in plates neere to hell, 
The ſpurres and ſtirrers vnto vice, and foes to doing well 
Chen hurt full yꝛon came abꝛoad, then came fozth yellow gold, 
Moꝛe hurtfull then the p2on farre, then tame foꝛth battell bold, 
That fights with both and ſhakes his woꝛd in cruel blody hand. 
Men liue by rauine and by ſtealth: the wandꝛing gueſt doth ſtand 
In danger of his Yoſte : the Hoſte in danger of his gueſt: 
And fathers ol their ſonnes in lawe : yea ſeldome t me doth reſt 
Letwene boꝛne bꝛothers ſuch actoꝛd and loue as ought to bee | 
The godman ſakes the godwines death, and his againe ſeckes ſher. 
Lhe ſtepdames fell their huſbands ſonnes with poyſon do aſſayic. 
Loſe their fathers liue ſolong the childꝛen doe bewayle. 
All godlineſſe lyes vnder fte And Lady Aftrey laſt 
Df heavenly vertues, from this earth in ſlaughter dꝛowned paſt. 


And to thintent the cath alone thus ſhould not be oppoeſt, 
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And heauen aboue in lothiulleaſs and carelefle quiet reft. 
C cen ſay that Gyants went about the Kealme of Heauen to win 
To place themſelues to raigne as Gods and lawleſſe Loꝛds therein. 
And hill on hill they heaped vp aloft vnto the skie, 
ill Gap almightic from the Heauen did let his thunder ſlie. 
Che dint wheceof the ay2ie tops of high Olyn pus brake, 
Aandp:cfled.Þcliou violently from. vnder Olla ſtrake. 
TUhen weclmed in theu wicked wozke thoſe curſed caitiues lay, 
The earth theit mother toke thar blod yet warme and (as they ſay) 
Did giue it life. And fo2 becauſe ſome ympes ſhould (till remaine 
Okt that ſame ſtock, the gaue it ſhape and lunmes of men agame. 
This offpzing ehe againſt the Gods did beare a natiue ſpight, 
laughter and in doing w2ong was all their whole delight. 
heir der ds declared them of blad engendzed foz to be, 
The which alſone as Sacurns ſonne from Yeauen aloft did ſe; 
Ve fetcht a ſigh, and therewathall reuoluing in his thought 
Che ſhameſullac which at a feaſt Lycaon late had wzought, 
As pet vaknowne 02 blowne abzoad-: He ganthereat to ſto2zme 
And ſtomack like an angry loue. And therefoze to reſoꝛme 
Such haynous as, he ſummond ſtraight his Court of Parliament, 
Whereto reſoꝛted all the Gods that had their ſummonds ſent. 
High in the TWUelkinis a way apparant to the ſight. 
In ſtarrie nights, which of his paſſing whiteneſſe milkie hight: 
It is the Crete that to the Court and pꝛincely Pallace leades 
Df miahtie loue, whole thunderclaps cach liuing creature dꝛeades. 
On both the ſides of this ſame way do ſtand in ſtately poꝛt 
The ſumptuous houſcs of the Pieres. Foz all the common ſoꝛt 
Dwell ſcattering herrt and there abꝛoad : the face of all the gkic, 
The houſes of the chiefe Eſtates and P2inces doe ſupply, 
And ſure and it J may be boloc toſpeake my fancie free, 
I take this place of all the Heauen the Pallace faz to ber. 
Now when the Gods alſemblcd were and each had tans his plate, 
loue ſtanding vp aloft andleaningon his yuozie Mace, 
Night d2eadfully his buſhie lockes did thꝛiſe 02 foure times ſhake: 8 
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Were with he made both Sea Land, and Heauen it ſelfe to quake 
And aftetward in weathfull woꝛds his angry minde thus bꝛake: 
Aneuer was in greater care noz moze perplexitie, 
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How to mainctaine my ſoueraigne ſtate and Pzincely royalty, 

When with their hundzed hands a piece the Adderfoted rout, 

Did pꝛadiſe fo to conquer Heauen and foz tocaſt vs out. 

Fo2 though it were acruell foe : yet did that warte depend 

Upon one ground, and in one ſtocke it had his finall end. 

But no as farre as any Sea about the woꝛld doth winde, 

J muſt deſtroy both man and beaſt and all the moztall kinde. 

I \ware by Scyxes hideous ſtreames that run within the ground, 

All other meanes muſt firſt be ſought: but when there can be found 

Ho helpe to heale a feſtered ſo2eit muſt away be cut, 

Leaſt that the parts that pet ave ſound, in danger ſhould be put. 

At haue a number in the wozld that mans eſtate ſurmount, 

Ol ſuch whom faz their pziuate Gods the country folkes account, 

As Satytes, Fau nes, andſundzp Nymphs, withSilvanes eke beſide, 

Thatin the woods and hilty groundscontinnally abide. 

Whom into Yeanen fincethat as yet we vouchnot ſafe to take, 

Andof the honour of this place copartners fo; tomake, 

Such lands as to inhabite in, we erſt to them aſſignde, 

That they ſhould fill eniop the ſame : Jt is my will and winde. 

But can you thinke that they in reſt and ſafety ſhall remame? 

When pooud Lycaon lay in waits byſecret meanes and trame 

Co haue confounded me, your Loꝛd, who in my hand doe beare 

Che d2eadfull thunder, andofwhomeeuen you dos ſtand in feare ? 
Lhe houſe was mouedat his woꝛds and earneſtly requird, 
The man that had ſo traiterouſly againſt their Loꝛd tonſpird. 

Cuecn ſo when Nebels did ariſe toſtroy the Romaine name 

By ſhedding of our Ceſats blod, the hozro2 of the ſame 

Did pierte tt e hearts of all mankind, and madethe wozld to quake, 

Ulhoſe feruent zcale in thy behalfe (O Auguft) thou didit take 

As thankefully as loue doth heare the lauing careof his, 

Who beckning to them with his hand, foꝛbidding them to hiſſe. 

And thert withall thꝛough all the houſe atttentiue ſilence is. 

Alone as that his Maic ſtie all muttring had alayd. 

He bꝛake the ſilente once againe, and thus vnto them ſayd. 
Let paſſe this carefull thought ef yours: ſoꝛ he that did offend, 
YVath derrely bonght the wicked ad, the which he didentend. 

Vet thall you heare what was his lault and vengance foz the ſame- 
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A foule cepozt and infamie vnto out heating came, 
Ot mi ſchie le vſed in thoſe times: which wiſhing all vatrew, 
A did deſcendin ſhape of an th'infamed Carth to view. 
It were a pꝛoceſle ouerlong to tell yoa of the inne 
That did abound in cuery place where as J entredin. 
The bzute was leſſer then the truth, and pactiall m repozt. 
The dzeadfull dennes ol Menalus whete ſauagebeaſts teſoꝛt, 
And Cyllen had J ouer paſt, with all the Pinetres hie 
Ol cold Lyceuꝰ, and from thence J entred by and by 
The harbozleſſe and cruell houſe of late Th archadian King, 
Such time as twilight on the earth dun darkeneſſe gan to being. 
J gaue a ſigne that God was come, and ſtraight the common ſoꝛt 
Deuoutly pzayd,whereat Lycaon firſt did make a ſpozt, 
And alter ſayd by open p2afe, ere long J mind to ſe, 
Af that this wight a wiighty God oꝛ moztall creature ber, 
The truth ſhall trie it ſelfe : he ment (the ſequele did declare) 
To ſteale vpon me inthe night, and kill me vnbeware. 
And yet he was not ſo content: but went and cut the thꝛote 
Okone that lay in hoſtage there which was an Epyrote: 
And part of him he did to roſt, and part he did to ſtew, 
Which whenit came vpon the boꝛde, fo:thwith J ouerth;ew 
The houſe with iuſt reuenging fire vpon the owners hed. 
Whhoſecing that,ſlipt out ot does amazde fo2 feare,and fled 
Into the wild and deſart was, where being all alone, 
As he endeauoꝛd (but in vaine) to ſpeake and make his mone, 
He fell a howling: where withall fo; very rage and mod 
He ran me quite out of his wits and wared furious wd. 
Still pzactiſing his wonte luſt of laughter on the poꝛe 
And ſilly cattsl. thirſting ſtill fozblod as heretofoze. 
Dis garments turnd to ſhaggiehatre his armes torugged pawes: 
Do is he made a rauening Wolfe : whoſe ſhape expꝛeſly dꝛawes 
To that the which he was befoze - his skin is hoꝛy gray, 
Visloke {fill grim with glaring eyes, and cuery kind of way, 
His cruell heart in outward ſhape doth well it ſelfe bew2ay. 
Thus was one houſe deſtroyed quite, but that one houſe alone 
Deſerueth not to be deſtropd, in all the earth is none, 
But that ſach vice doth raine therein, as yet her would beleeue, 
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That all hadſwozne and ſold themlelues to miſchiefe, vs to grieue. 

And therefoze as they all offend : ſo am A fully bent, 

That all fozthwith (as they deſerue) ſhall haue due puniſhment. 
Theſe woꝛds of loue ſome of the Gods did openly appzoue, 
And with their ſayings moze to math his angry courage moue. 

And ſome did giue aſſent by ſignes Pet did it grieve them all, 

That ſuch deſtruction vtterly on all man-kind ſhould fall. 

Demaunding what he purpoſed with all the earth to do, 

When that he had all moztall men ſo cleane deſtroyd, and who 

On holy Altars afterward ſhould offer Frankinſence, 

And whether that he were in nund to leaue the earth fro thence 

To ſauage beaſts to waſt and ſpoyle, becauſeof mans offence. 

Che king of Gods bad ceaſe their thoughts and queſtiont in that = 

And caſt the care thereofon him within a little ſpace, 

Ve pꝛomiſd fo; to frame a new, another kind of men 

By wondzous meanes, bnlike the fiiſt, to fill tho wozld agen. 

And now his lightning had he thought on all the earth to thzow: 

But that he feared leaſt the flames perhaps ſo hie ſhould grow.

And namely with inceſſant ſhowers from Heauen ppoured downe, 

Ve did determine with himſelfe, the moztall kind to dꝛowne. 

In Acolus pꝛiſon by and by he fettred Boreas faſt, 

With all ſuch winds as chaſe the clouds, oꝛ bꝛeak them with their blaſt, 
And ſet at large the Southerne wind: who ſtraight with watry wings 
And dꝛeadfull face as black as pitch, fozth out of pꝛiſon flings, 
His beard hung full ot hideous ſtoꝛmes, all dankiſh was his head 
With water ſtreaming downe his haire that on his ſhoulders ſhead. 
Vis valy foꝛehead wzinckled was with foggie miſts full thick, 
And on his feathers and his bzeaſt a ſtilling dew did ſtick. 

Aſone as he betwecne his hands the hanging clouds had cruſht, 
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Vith ratling noyſe avowne from heauen the raine full ſadly gucht, f 
The Rainebow lunos meTTenger beded in ſundꝛy huc, . 
To maintaine moiſture in the clouds gteat waters thither dꝛue: 
Lye coꝛne was beaten to the ground the Tumans hope of gaine, 
Foz whichhe tayled allthe pcare, lay vzownedin the raine, 
loues indignation and his w2ath began to grow ſo hot, 
That fo: to quench the rage thercof, his Heauen ſufficcdnok, 
Vis bꝛother Neptune with his waues was faine to doe him eaſe: 
Who ſtraight allewibling all the ſtreames that fall uito the Seas, 
Sad to them ſtanding in his houſe : Dy;s get you home apace, 
(Pou muſt not loketohans me vſe long pꝛeaching int his caſe.) 

2ow2e out your fo2ce (fo2 ſo is need) your heads each one vnpend, 

d fcom pour open ſpzings, your fbreames with flowing waters ſend, 

He had no ſoner ſaid thewozd but that returning backe, 
Each one of them vnloſdehis ſpzing, and let his waters ſlacke. 
And to the Sea with lowing ſtreames yl wolne aboue their bankes, 
One roulling in mothers necke, they ruſhed fo2th by rankes. 
Himſelfe with his theertyned Pace. did lend the eartha blow, 
That made it ſhake and open wates fo2 waters fozth toflow. 
Che flouds at randon-where they liſt though all the fields do (fray, 
Men, Beaſts tres, cone, | were churches walht away, 
If any houſe were built ſo ſtrong againſt their fozce toftond, 
Pet did the water hide the top: and turretsin that pond

Doth ſayle in Ship, an other ſits a fiſhingin an Clme, 
In meadowes greene were a nchoꝛscaſt ( ſo Foztune didpzonide) 
And croked ſhips did ſhadow vines, the which the loud did hide. 
And where but tother day befo2e did feed the hungry Gote, 
The vgly Scales and Pozkepiſces now tw and fro didflote. 
TheSea-mnymphs wondꝛed vnder waues the Townes a groues to ſe, 
And Dolphines playd among the tops andboughes ol euer y tree, 
The grim and greedy Wolfe did ſwim among the filly Shape, 
The Lyon and the Tyger fierce were bone vpon the deepe, 
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Ft beted not the foaming Boate his croked tuſ kes to whet, 

The running Hart could in the ſtreame by ſwiftneſſe nothing get. 
Che flecting fou:les long hauing ſought foz land to reſt vpon, 
Into the ſea with wear wings were dD:tuento fall anon, 

Ch outragious ſwelling ofthe Sea the lefler hillock s dzownd, 
Tnwonted waues on higheſt tops of mountaines did rebownd. 
Lhe greateſt part ofmen were dzownde, and ſuch as ſcapt the flad, 
#02lozne with faſting ouct long did dye fo2 want of fab 

gcaiatt the fields of Aout and Accicke,lyrs a land, 

Chat Phocis hight, a fertile ground while that it was a land: 

But at that tune a paxt of Sea, and euen a champion Field, 

Of ſod une waters which the floud by ſozced rage did peeld. 
Where as a hill with fozked top the which Par naſlus hight, 


Doth pierce the cloudes and ta the ſtartes doth raiſe his head bpꝛight. 


When at this hill ( fo2 yctthe Sea had whelmed all beſide) 
De: ncalion and his bedfellow, without all other guide, 
Arriued in a little Barke, unmediatly they went, 
And to the Nymphsof Corycus with full deuout intent 
Did honour due, and to the Gods to whom that famous hilt 
Was ſacrsd, and to Then1s eke in whoſe moſt holy will 
Confiſted then the Oꝛacles In all the wozld ſo round: 
A better 02 moꝛe righteous man could neuet yet be found 
Than was Deucalion, no: agatne a moman,mayde no: wife, 
That feared God ſo much as ſhe, no2 led ſo god a life. 
Whea loue beheld how all the woꝛld ſtod like a plaſh of taiue, 
And ot ſo many thouſand men and women did remaine 
But one ot each, howbeit thoſe both iuſt and both deaout, 
He bꝛake the clouds, and did command that Borcas with his aut 
And ſturdy blaſts ſhould chaſe the fled, that Earth might ſee the ſhie. 
And Heanen the Carth: the Seas alſobeganimmediatly 
Their raging furie foz to ceaſe. Zheic ruler laid away 
His dꝛeadfull Pace, and with his woꝛds then wodneſſe did alay. 
He called Trycon to him ſtraight his Trumpetter, who ſtad 
In purple robe on ſhoulder caſt, aloft vpon the flod. 
And bad him take his ſounding trumpe, and out of hand fo blow 


Retreat, that all the ſtreames might heare andceaſeſrom thente to figs, 


Ve toke his Trumpet in his hand, his Trumpet was aſhell 
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Df ſome great Whelke 0z other Fiſh,in Faſhion like a Bell 
Chat gathered narrow to the mouth, and as it did deſcend, 
Did ware moe wide and wuthen (till do we to the nether end: 
Uhen that his Trump amids the Dea was ſet to | ryrons mouth, 
Ve blew ſo loud that all the ſtreames both Caſt, Meſt. Noth, 4 South, 
Might eaſily heare him blow retreat, and all that heard the ſound, 
Immediatliy began to ebbe and dꝛaw within their bound, 
Then ganthe Sea to haue aſhoze, andb:okes to find a banke, 
And ſwellings ſtreames of flowing ſlods within their chancls ſanke. 
Then hills did riſe aboue the waues that had them duet low, | 
And as the waters did decreaſe, the ground did ferme to grow, 
And after long and tedious time, the tres did ſhewtheir tops 
All bare, ſaue that vpon the boughs the mud did hang in knops. 
The woꝛld reſtoꝛed was againe, which though Deucallou ioyde 
Then to behold: petfoz becauſe he ſaw the earth was voyde 
And ſilent like a wilderneſſe, with ſad and weeping eyes 
And ruthfull vopce, he then did ſpeake to Pyrcha in this wiſe. 

O lifter, O my louing ſpouſe, O ſillie woman left, 

As onely remnant of thy ſexe that water hath bereff.

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And with theſe woꝛds the bitter teares did trickle downe their cheke, 
Untill at length between themſelues they did agree to ſecke

UW hich done, Prometheus ſonne beganne by counſell wiſe and ſage,. 
His couſin germanes fearefulneſſe thus gently to aſſwage. 

Well, either in theſe doubtfnll wo2ds1s hid ſome myſterie, 


> UWhercof the Gods permit vs not the meaning to cſpie; 


Oꝛ queſtionleſſe, and ik the ſence of mwardſentence deeme 


Like as the tenour of the woꝛde apparantly do ſame, 


It is nobzeach ot godlineſle, to do as Cod doth bid. 
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I takeour Graundame fo; the earth, theſtones within her hid 
I take foz bones, the e are the bones the which are meaned here. 
Though T[icans daughter at this wiſc comecure of her fere 
Tere ſomewhat mou d, vet none ol both did ſtedfaſt credit giue, 
Do hardly could they in their hearts the heauenly heſtes beleeue. 
But what and it they made a pꝛoſe: what harme could come thereby? 
They went their waies and veild their heads, and did their coats vntte, 
And at thetrbackes did thꝛow the oncs by name of Bones foꝛetolde. 
Che ſtones ( who would belerue the thing, but that the tune ol olde 
Repozts it ſoꝛ a ſtedfaſt truth: ofnature tough and hard

/ Zheſerpent Python ſo foʒſwolne, whaſFHilthy wombe did hide { 
So many acres ot the around in which he did abide, ;

This ſaid, with daft of feathered wings in bꝛoken ayze he flue, 
And to the fozkt and ſhady top of Mount Parnaſſus dzue. 

There from his quiuer full of ſhafts two arrowes did he take 

Ot ſundꝛy wozkes : tone cauſeth Loue, the tother doth it llake. 
That cauſcth Loue, is all of Gold, with point full ſharpe and bꝛight, 
That chaſeth Loue is blunt, whoſe ſterle with leaden head is dight. 
Che God this fixed in the Ryniph Penc1s fo the nones 

The tother pierſt Apollo heart and ouerraft his bones. 
Immediately in ſmould:ing heate of loue the tone did welt, 
Acaine the tother in her heart no ſparke no motion felt. 

In wods and foꝛreſts is her ioy, the ſauage beaſt to chaſe, 
And as the pꝛice ot all her paine, to take the skinne and caſe. 
Unwedded hebe doth ſhe haunt and follow as her guide, 
Tinoꝛdꝛed do her trefſes wane, ſcarce in a fillet tide. 

Full many a woerſought her loue, ſhe loathing all the rout,

He waxed pale toꝛ ſodaine feare, his ioynts and ſinewes quoke, 
The greatneſſe of the gliſtring light his epeſight from him twke. 
Now wiſht he that he neuer had his fathers Hoꝛſes ſee 
At yꝛkt him that he thus had ſonght to leatne his pedegrer. 
It grieud him that he had pꝛeuaild in gaining his requeſt. 
Co haue ben counted Mc rops ſonne he thought it now the belt. 
Chus thinking was he head long dꝛiuen, as when a ſhip is boꝛne

They th:zew the Collars from their necks, and bzeakingquite a ſunder 
The Traceand Barneſle flaugawap :herelay the bʒidles: ponder 
Che Extra plucked from the Raues: and in another place 
Che ſhiuered Spokes of bzoken whales : and ſo at euer pace 
The pisces ofthe Chariot tozne lay ſtrowed here and there 
But Phacron (fire yet blazing ſtill among his yellow haire) 
Shot headlong downe and glid along the Kegion of the Ayze 
Like to a ſtarre in winter nights (the weather clerte and fayꝛe) 
Which though it do not fall underd, yet falleth to our ſight. 
Whom almoſt in another wozld and from his countrey quite 
Lhe Ringer Padus did receiue, and quencht his burning head. 
The watry Nympbs of Italie did take his carkaſſe dead 
And buried it yet ſmoking ſtill, with loves th: foꝛked lame, 
And w2ote this Epitaph in the tone that lay vpon the ſame. | 
Vere lies thelnſtie Pracron, whichtoke in hand to guide 
Vis fathers Chariot, from the which although he chaunſt to ſlide: 8 
Pet that he gaue a pꝛoud attempt it cannot be denide. 
Nith ruthfullchere and heauie heart his father made great mone. 
And would net ſhew hunſelſe abꝛoad, but mournde at home alone. 
Ind itit be to be belecued, as bꝛuted is by fame, 
A dap did paſſe without the Sunne. The b2ightneſle of the 0 0 
Oaue light: and ſo vnto ſome k inde of vle that miſchiete came. 
But Clyn en hauing ſpoke, as much as mothers vſually 
Are wonted in ſuch wꝛetched caſe, diſcomfo2tably, 
And halle beſide ber ſelle fo2 wo, with toꝛne and ſcratched bꝛeſt, 
Dearcht thzough the vniuerſall _ from Caſt to furtheſt TWeTt, 
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Firſt ſeking fo; her ſonnes dead coarſc, and aftec fo2 his bones. 
She found them by a fozrea ſtceame, entumbled vader ſtones. 
There fell the groueluig on his graue, and reading there his name,

The ſpeckled ſerpent ſtraight 
omes trailing out in wauing linkes,and knottie rolles of ſcales, 
and bending into bunchie boughts his body fozth he hales, 
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And litting vp aboue the waſt himſclfe vnto the ſkie, 
He ouer-loketh all the wood, as huge and big welme 
As is the Snake that in the heauen about the Nozden Pole 
Deuides the Beates. Ye makes no ſtay but deales his dꝛeadfull dole, 
Among the Zuians, Whether they did take them to their tales,

Out ot the ground) and meddle not with ciuill warres. This ſed, 
One ol the bzothers ol that bzwd with launcing ſwozd heflue. 
Another ſent a dart at him the whichhimouerthzew. | 
The third did ſtraight as much fdz him and made him yerld the bzeath, 
(The which he had receinds but now) by ſtroke of fs2ced death. 
Likewiſe outraged all the reſt, vntillthat one by one 
By mutuall froke of ciuill warte diſpatched euerpchone 
Chis bzod of bꝛothers all behewen and weltredititheir blood, 
L ay ſpzawlingon their mothers wombe, the ground where crit they ſkai, 
Sauconely fine that did remaine. Df whom Echion led 
By Pallascounſellthzew away the helmet from his hed, 
And with his bꝛothers gan to treat attonement lo to make. 
The which at length (by Palla: helpe) ſo god ſucceſſe did take,

But Phcebee was of perſonage ſocomely and ſo fall, 

That by the middle of hernecke ſhe ouer-perrd them all. 

Such colour as appearesin Yeauen by Phoebus bzoken rapes 
Directly ſhining on the clouds, oz ſuch as is alwates 

Che colour of the mo2ning clouds befoze thr Sanne doth ſhety,

And Laund a fell and eger Bitch that had a Wolfe to Opꝛe: 
Another bꝛach cal d Grerdigut with two her Puppies by her. 
And Ladon gaunt as any Grewnd a hound in Sycion bꝛed, 
Elab, lætwod, Patch whoſe flecked ſkin with ſundꝛy ſpots was ſpꝛed: 
Wight Bowman, Royſter, Beautie faire and white as winters ſnow, 
AndZawny full of daſkie haires that ouer all did grow, 
With luſtie Rufller paſſing all the reſone there in ſtrength, 
And Tempeſt beſt of fotmanſhip in holding out at length. 
And Cole and Swift, and little Wolfe, as wight as any other, 
Accompanide with a Ciprian hound that was his natiue bꝛother, 
And Snach amid whoſe foꝛehead ſtod a ſtarreas white as ſnow, 
Lhe reſdue being all as blacke and flicke as any Crow. 
And ſhagay Nugge with other twaine that had a Spe of Ctete, 
And Damof Sparta: Tone ot them cal d Jolle / boy, a great 
And large flewd hound ; the tother Choꝛle who euer gnarting went, 
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And Ringwod with a ſhzill loud mouth the which he frely ſpent, 
With diuers mo whaſs names to tell it were but loſſe of time. 
Theſe fellowesoucr hill and dale in hape of pzey do clume 4 
Th ꝛough thicke and thin and craggie clitfes where was no way to go, 
Ve flyes thꝛough grounds where oltentunes he chaſed had ere tho.

Oz whereblacke Pluto kepes his court, that neuerſhelveth pittie. 
A thouſand waies, a thouſand gates that alwaies open ſtand 
This cittie hath :and as the ſea the ſtreames of al the land 
Doth ſwa low in his greedy gulle and pet is neuer full: 
Euen ſo that place deuoureth ſtill and hideth in his gull 
The ſoules and ghoſtes of all the wo2ld: and though that nere ſo mar 
Come thither : pet the place is vopo as if there were not any. 
The ghoſts without fleſh, blood oꝛ bones, there wander to and fro. 
Df which ſome haunt the iudgement place: andother come and go 
Co P.uto+ court : and ſome frequent the fozmer trades and Artes 
The whichthey vſed intheir life: andſome abide the ſmartes 
And tozmentsfo2 their wickedneſſe and other pll deſartes. 

So cruell hate and ſpitefull wꝛath did bople in nos beſt, 

That in the high and noble court of heauen ſhe tould not refk, 
But that ſhe needs muſt hither tome: whoſe fcet no ſoner toucht 
The thꝛeſholde, but itgantoquake, And Cerbervs erſt coucht 


Start ſternelp vp with the fell heads which barked altogither ;

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She calde the daughtersofthe night the cruell Furies thither : 
T per ſate akembing fowleblacke ſnakes from offtheir filthy heare 
Befoꝛe the dungeon done, the place where caitines puniſht were : 
+ Che which was made ol Adamant. When in the darke in part 

They knew Nucene luno, by and by vpontheirfeete they ſtart. 
There ll iciu: ſtretched out (at leaſt) nine acers full in length, 

Did with his bowels feede a Grype that tare them out by ſtrength. 
The water fledfrom T ancalus that toucht his neatherlip, 
And Apples hanging ouer him did euer from him flip. 
* Cherealſolaboured $:6phus that dzane againft the hill 
. FE Arolling ſtone that from the top came tumbling downeward fill, 
; Ixion on his reſtleſſe wheele to which his lummes were bound 
* Didflieand follow both at once in turning euer round, 
That Danaus daughters fo2 becanſe they did their couſins kill, 
Dꝛew water into running tubbes which euermoze did ſpill. 
When luno witha louring loke had viewd them all thꝛoughout, 
Andon 1x10n ſpectally betoze the otherrout 
dhe turnes from him to Siſyphus, and with an angry cherte 
Hayes : wherefoze ſhouldthis man endure continuall penance here? 
And Achamas his bzotherreignein wealth and pleaſure free? 
Who thꝛough his pꝛide hath ay diſdainde my huſband loue and mier. 
And there withall ſhe powꝛed out th occaſion ofher hate, 
And why ſhe came, and what ſhe would. She would that Cadmus ſtate 
| Should with the ruine of his houſe be bꝛought to ſwift decay, 

And that to miſchiefe Achamas the Fernds ſhould fozce ſome way, 
She biddes, ſhe pꝛayes, ſhe pꝛomiſes, and all is withabzeth, 
Andmoues the Furics earneſtly : and as theſe things ſhe ſcth, 
Thehatefull hagge iphone, with hoaric rufiled heare, 
Remouing from her face the Snakes that loſely dangled theare, 
8 Daid thus: Madame, there is no neede long circumſtance to wake. 


Duppoſe your will already done. This loathſome place foꝛſake, 

And to the holſome ayꝛe of heauen your ſelſe againe retire. 

Quene luno went right glad away, with graunt ofher deſire. 

And as ſhe would haue entred heauen the Lady lris came, 

And purged her with ſtreaming d2oppes. Anon vpon the ſame 

The furious Ftende Tihphone doth cloth her out of hand 

In garment ſtreaming go2pblod and taketh in het hand 

A burning Crellet ſtæpt in blod, and girdeth her about 
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With wꝛeathed Snakes and ſo.goes fo2th :and at her going out, 
Feare, terro2, griefe and penũueneſſe fo; company ſhe toe, 
And alſo madneſſe with his flaight andgaſtly ſtaring loke. 

Within the houſe of Achainas ns ſoner fate ſhe ſet, 

But that the poſtes began to quake and dwzces lo e blacke as Jet, 
The Dunne with-dzew hun, Atha mas and eke his wife were caſt 
Vith vgly ſights in ſuch a feare, that out of doszes agaſt 
They would haue fled. There ſtwd the flend and ſtopt their paſſage out, 
And ſplaping fo2th her filthy armes beknit with Snakes about, 
Did toſſe and waue her hatefull head. Zheſwarme of ſcaledSnakes 
Did make an yzkelome nopſe to heaxe as ſhe her treſſes ſhakes. 
About her ſhoulders ſome did craule ſome trayluig downe her bꝛeſt, 
Did hilſe, andſpit out poyſon greene, and ſpixt with tongues infeſt, 

Then from amid her haire,two Snakes with venumd hand ſhe deln, 

Df which ſhe one at Athamas and one at loo thzew, 

The ſnakes did craule about ther bꝛeſts, inſpiring in their heart 
Moſt gieuous motion ofthe mind: the body had no ſmart 

Ol any wound : it was the mind that felt the cruell ſings. 
Apoyſon made in ſirupe-wile ſhe alſs with her baings, 

The filthy fome of Cerberus, the caſtingofthe Snake 

Echydna, bzed among the Fennes abaut the Stygian Lake, 
Deſire ol gadding loꝛth abꝛoad: fazgetfulneſſe of mind: 

Delight in miſchiefe: wodnefle: tearcs : and purpoſe whole inclind: 
Do cruell murther: all the which ſhe did together grinde: 

And mingling them with new ſhed bloud, had boyled them in bꝛaſſe, 
And ſkird them witha Vemlockeſtaike. Now while that Athamas 
And Ino ſtad and quakt faꝝ feate, this poyſon ranke and fell, 

She turned into both their bꝛeſts and made their hearts to ſwell. 
Then whiſking often round about her head her balefull bzand, 

Ohe made it ſene by gathering wind to kindle in her hand. 

Thus as it were in tryumph · wiſe accompliſhing her heſt, 8 


To duſkie Plutos emptie realme ſhe gets her home foreſt, 

And putteth off her ſnarledſnakes that girded in her bꝛeſt. 
Immediatly King -£ olus ſanne ſtacke mad, comes crying out 
CThꝛough all the court: what meane vou ſits: why go pe not about 

Ta pitch aur toples within this chace. Aſaw euen now here ran 

Ax von with her twa pong whelpes. Andtherewithall he gan 

Ca chaſe his wile, as it indend ſhe hada Tron dene. as 
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And ke a Bedlem boyſtrouſly he ſnatcheth from betweene 
Themothers armes his little babe Lorarchus ſmiling on han, 
And reaching fozthhis pzetty armes and flunghim fiercely from hun 
Atwiſe 02 thꝛiſe as from a ling : and daſht his tender head 
Againſt a hard and rugged ſtone vntill he ſaw him dead. 
The wꝛetched mother (whether gnefe did moue hertherevnto, 
Oꝛ that the poyſon ſpꝛed within did fozce her ſo to do) 
Yowlo out, and frantickly with ſcattered haire about her eares 
And with her little Melicett whom haſtily the beares 
In naked arme ſhe cryethout, Yo Bacchus, At the name 
Df Bacchus, Iuno gan to laugh, and ſcoꝛning ſaid in game, 
This guer don lo thy foſter / child requiteth fo: the ſame. 
There hangs a rocke about the ſea the fot whereof is eate 
So hollow with the ſaltiſh waues which on the ſame do beate, 
That like ahouſe it keepeth off the moyſking ſhowers of raine 
Che top is rough and thotes his front amids the open maine. 
Dame Ino ( madneſſe made her ſtrong) dis clue this cliffe anon 
And headlong downe ( without regard ol hurt that hung thereon) 
Did thꝛow her burthen and her ſelfe: the water where the datht, 
Jn ſp2inckling vpwards gliſtred red But Venus ſoze abaſht 
At this her Necces great miſchance without offence oz fault, 
Yer Uncle gently thus beſpake.

The thing is great ſoꝛ which J fue. But ſhew thou fo: my ſake

Thou ſereſt toſſed to and fro. Admit thou them among 
Thy Gods. Ok right euen here to me ſome faudur doth belong, 
At leaft-wiſe if amid the ſea engendered erſt J were 
Df Froth, as of the which pet ſtill my pleaſant name 7 beare. 
Neptunus graunted her requeſt and by and by bereft them 
Ot all that euermoztall was. Jnſtead whereof he left them 
Ahault and ſtately maieſty : and altring them in hue 
Vith ſhape and names moſt merte fo: Gods he did en both endue, 
Leucothot᷑ was the moothera rame, Dalemon was the ſonne 

Lhe Thebane Ladies following her as faſt as they could runne, 

Did ol her feet perteiue the pzint vpon the vtter (fone. 
And taking it foz certaine ſigne that both were dead and gone. 
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In making mone foz Cadmus Mouſe, they long their hands and tare 
Their haire, and rent ther cloathes, and railde on luno out of ſquare 
As nothingiuſt, but moze outragious farre than did behoue 

Jn ſoreuenging of het ſelie vpon her huſbands lone. 

LheGoddoſſe luno could not beate their rapling. And in faith, 
Pou alſo wilt J make to be as witneſſes (ſhe ſayth) | 

Ok my outragious ctueltie, and ſo ſhe didindced. 

Foz ſhe that loued Ino beſt was following her with ſpeed. 

Into the Sea: But as ſhe would her ſelie haue downewarrcaft, 
She could not ſtitre, but to the Rocke, as nayled ſticked faſt, 

The lecond, as ſhe knockt her beaſt did fte her armes were ſtiſfe, 
Another as ſhe ſtretched out her hands vpon the cliffe, 

Was made a ſtone, and there ſtod fill ay ſtretching fozth her hands 
Into the water as befozc,and as another ſtands 

A tearingof her ruffied lockes, her fingers hardened were, 

And faſtned to her frifled toppe ſtillteanng of het heate. 

Andloks what geſtare each of them was taken in that tide, 

Euen inthe ſame tranſfozmde to ſtones, they ſaftened didabide, 
And ſome were altered into birds which Cadmies called bee 
And in that gulfe with flittering wings ſtril to and fro do ler. 

Noughtknoweth Cad wis that his daughter and her little childe 

Admitted were among the Goddes that rule the ſurges wilde 
Compelde withgriefe and great miſhappes that hadenſewd togithcr., 
And ſtrange fozetokens often ſane ſince firſt his comming thither, 
Vt vttcrly fozſakes his toumethe which he builded had, 

As though thefoztune of the place ſo hardiy hum dead, 

And not his owne And fleeting long like pilgrimes, at the laſt 

Upon the coaſt of Illirie his wifeand he were caft; 

Where ny foꝛe · pinde withcarcs and rares, whileof the chances pat 
Upon their houſe, and of thcir tales and foꝛmer trauatles tane 

They ſadly talke betwerne themſelues: was my ſpeare head the bang 
Ok that ſameongly Snake of Mars (quoth Cadmus) when 7 fled 
From Sydon? oz did J his tethinploughed paſture ſpꝛed : 

Ala the death of him theGoddes ſo cruetvengance take, 

Dꝛabune out in length bpon my wombe then traile Alike a ſnake. 

Ye had no ſooner ſayd the wo2d but that he gan to glide 

Apon his belly like a Snake, Aud on his hardened ſide 

Ve leit the ſcales new budding ont, the which was Hoty fret 
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TUith (peckled dꝛoppes ot blacke and gray as thicke as could be ſet, 
He lalleth groueling on his bzeſt, aud both his ſhankes do grow 
In one tound (pindle bodkintvaſe with ſharpned point below, 
Vis armes as pet remayned till, his armes that did remaine 
Ve ſtretched out, and ſapd, with teares that plenteouſly did raine 
A downe his face, which pet did keepe thenatine faſhion ſound, 
Come hither wite, come hither wight moſt wꝛetched on the ground, 
And while that ought of me remaynes vouchſafe to touch the ſame, 
Come take me by the hand as long as hand may haue his name. 
Bekoze this ſnakiſij hape whole my bodpouer-run. 
Ye wauld haue ſpoken moz, when ſuddenly his tongue begun 
To ſplit in two, awd (perth did fayle : and as he didattempt 
To make his mone, he hiſt : foz nature now had cleane exempt 
All other ſpeach. His wzetched wife her naked ſtamacke berte: 
Andcryde, What meaneth this? deare Cadmus where are now thy fete? 
Whereare thy thoulders and thy hands, thy hew and manly face, 
Taithallthe other things that did thy pzincely perſon grace e 
Whichnow J ouer-paſſe. But why ver Gods do pou delay 
Py bodie into like miſhape of @erxent to conuay? 
When this was ſpoken, Cad us lickt his wife about the lips: 
And (as a place with which he was acquainted well) he ſlips 
Into her boſome, louingly embzacing her, and caſt 
Yunſefe about her necke as oft he had in time foze-paſt. 
Such as were there (their folke were there) were flaighted at the ſight, 
Fo2 by andbythey ſaw theirnecks dio gliſter ſlicke and bzight. 
And on their \nakiſh heads grewcrefts : and finally they both 
Were into very D2agons turnd, and fozth together goth 
Tone trailing by the tothers ſide vntill they gaind a wod, 
The which direc againſt the place whereas they were then ed. 
And now remembzing what they were themſelues in time foꝛe / paſt, 
They neitherſhun noꝛ hurten men with ſtinging noꝛ with blaſt. 
But yet a comtoꝛt to them both in this their altred hue 
Became that noble pmpe of theirs that ſodie didſubdue, 8 
Mhom all Achaia woꝛchipped with temples builded new. 
Al onely Acriſe Abas ſoniie (thongh of the ſelſe ſame ſtocke) 
Remaind. who out of Argos walles vnkindly did him locke 
And moued wilfull warre againſt his Godhead: thinking that 
There was not any race of Gods: "y he belued not IP 
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That berſey was the ſonneof loue: 03 that he was conceiued 
By Danac,ofa golden ſhowze though which ſhe was deceived 
But vet ere long (ſuch pꝛeſent kozce hath truth) he doth repent 
As well his great unpietie againſt God Bacchus ment, 
as alſo that he did diſdaine his nephew foz to know, 
But Bacchus how full gloziouſly himſelfe in heauen doth ſhow, 
And Pericy beating in his hand the monſter C org ons head, 
That famous ſpoyle which here and there with ſnakiſh haire was ſp;cad, 
Doth beat the ayze with waumg wings, and as he ouerflew 
The Lybicke ſands, the dꝛops of blood that fra. the head did ſew 
Ok Gorgon being new cut off, vpon the ground did fall. 
Which taking them (and as it were conceiuing therewfthall) 
Engendꝛed ſundꝛy Snakes and wozmes ;by meanes wherof that clyme 
Did ſwarme with ſerpents euer ſince euen to this pꝛeſent time. 
From thence he like a watry cloud was cartied with the weather, 
Thꝛough all the heauen, now here, now thete, as light as any feather. 
And from aloft he views the eattht hat vnderneath doth lie: 
And ſwiftly ouer all the wozld doth in concluſion fie. 
Lhzc times the chillingbeaxts, the tunes the crabs fell cleas he ſalu: 
Oft times to Weſt, oft tunes to Eaſt did dꝛiue him many a flaw. 
Now at ſuchtime as vntoreſt the Sunne began to dꝛaw, 0 
Betauſe he did not thinke it god to be ab2oad all night, 
Vithin Bing Atlas Meſterne realme he ſeaſed from his flight, 
Requeſting that alittle ſpace ofreſt emoy he might 
Untill ſuch time as Luciter ſhould bzing the moꝛning gray, 
And mo2ningbzing the lightfome Sunne that guides the cherrekull day. 
This Atlas, lapets Nephew, was a man that did excell 
In ſtature, cuery other wight that in the woꝛld did dwell. 
The vtmoſt coaſt of all the earth, and all that Sea wherein 
The tyꝛed Steds and wearied Waine of Phoebus dined bin, 
Ulerein ſubiection tothis laing. A thouſand ſlocks of ſhepe , 
A thouſand hierds of Rother beaſtes he in his field did keepe. 
Andnot a netghboz did ano his ground by dwelling nie. 
To him the wandꝛing Perſey thus his language did apylie : 
- Afhighrenowneof rapalt race thy noble heartmaymone, 
Jam the ſonne of louc himſelfe : 02 if thou moze appꝛoue 
Che valiant deeds andhanltexploits, thou ſhalt perteiue in me 
Such zoings as deſerue with pzaiſe extolled fog to be. 
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I pꝛay thee ot thy curteſie recciue me as thy gueſt, 

And let me onely foz this night within thy pallace ref. 

King Aclas called ſtraight to mund an ancient pꝛophetie, 
Made bp Pernaſ ian [ hemys, which this ſentegce didumplie, 
The time ſhall one day Atlas come in which thy golden tree 
Shall of her faire and p2ecious fruite diſplopd and robbed bee, 
And he ſhall be the ſonne of loue that ſhall enioy the pꝛav. 
F0z feare thereof he did encloſe his Oꝛchard euery way 
Ulithmightie hils, and put an ougly dꝛagon in the ſame 

To keepeit. ui ther he loꝛbad that any ſtranger came 
Tlithin his Realme: and to this knight he ſayd pꝛeſumptuouſlie. 8 


Auopd my land, vnleſſe thou wilt by vtter pe till trie 

Chat all thy glozious aces whereof thou dooſt ſo loudly lie. 

And loue thy father be tofarre to helpe the at thy neede. 

To theſe his woꝛds he added fozce, and went abaut in dæde 

To dꝛiue him out by ſtrength ol hand. To ſpeake was loſſe of winde 
Fo; neither could intreatung fayze noꝛ ſtoutneſſe tarne his minde. 
Well then (quoth Perſey) ſith thou doſt mine honour ſet ſo light, 
Takehere a pꝛeſent: and with that he turnes away his ſight, 

And from his left five dzew me out Meduſas loathly head. 

As huge and big as Aclas was, he turned in that ſtead 

Into a mountaine : Into tras his beard and locks did paſſe : 


Vis hands and ſhoulders made the ridge: that part which lately was 


Vis head, became the higheſt top of all the hill : his bones 
Were turn d to ſtones : and therewithall he grew me all at ones 
Beyond all meaſure vp in height. ( Foꝛ ſo God thought it beſt 
Do arte that heanen with all the ſtarres did on his ſhoulders reſt. 
In endlelle pꝛiſon by that tune had A colus lockt the winde, 
And now the cheerefull moznmg ſtarre that putteth folke in minde 
To riſe about their daylp wozke, ſhone b2itcly in the gkie 
Then Perſey bntoboth his fete did ſtraight his feathers tie, 6 
And girt his Wed-knife to his ſide, and from the earth did ſe, 
And leauing nations numberleſſe beneath hum euery way 
At laſt vpon King Cepheys fleldes in Aet hiop did he ſtay. 
VAhere cleane againſt all right and law by lo es commaundement 
Andromad foz her mothers tongue did ſuffer paniſhment, 
Whom to a Rocke by both the armes when faſtnev he had ſcene, 
Ve wauld haue thought of Þarble tone ſhe had ſome image bene. 
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But that her trefſes to and fro the whiſking wind did blow. 
And trickling teares warme fro her eyes a downe her cha kes did flow 
Unwares hereat gan ſecret ſparkes within his b:cal to glow, 
Vis wits were ſtraught at light thereof aud rauicht in ſuch wile, 
That how to houer with his wings he ſcarcely could deuiſe. 
Aſone as he had ftapd himſelfe, © Lady faire (quoth hee) 
Not wozthy of ſuch bonds as theſe, but ſuch wherewith we ſ(&: 
Together knit in lawlull bed the earne it louers be. 
A pꝛay thee tell me what thy ſelfe and what this land is named 
And wherefo:c thou dooſt wearetheſe chaines? The Lady pil aſhamed 
Was at the ſovaine ftricken domb : and like a fearefull mapd 
She durſt not ſpeake vnto a man. Bad not her hands berne ſtayd 
She would haue hid her baſhfull face. How beit as ſhe might 
Vith great abundance ot her teares ſhe ſtopped vp her light. 
But when that Perſey oftentimes was earneſtly in hand 
Lolearne the matter, loꝛ becauſe ſhe would not ſæme to ſtand 
In ſtubboꝛne ſilence ot het faults, ſhe told hun what the land 
And what ſhe hight, and how her mother foz her beauties ſake 
Thꝛough pꝛide did vnaduiſedlyte much vpon her take. 
And cre ſhe full had made an end the water gan to roze: 
Anougly monfterfrom the derpe was making to the ſhoze. 
Mhich bare the ſea befoze his bꝛeaſt. The Uirgin ſhaicked ont. 
Yer father and her mother both od mourning thereabout. 
In wꝛetched caſeboth twaine, but not ſo w2etched as the mayd 
Tho wꝛongly fo: her mothers fault the bitter ranſome papd. 
They b:oughtnot with them any helpe: but as the time and caſe 
Requirde) they wept and w2ang their hands and ſtreightly did embzace 
Her body faſtued to the rocke. Zhen Perſey thembeſpake, 
And faid: the ume may ſerue tw long this ſozrow foꝛ to make: 
But tume of helpe muſt either now oz neuer elſe betake. 

ow if J, Perſey, ſonne of her whom in her kathers to wee 

e mighty loue begat with child in ſhape of golden ſhowꝛe, 

ho cut off ougly Gorgon+ head beſpꝛead with ſnakiſh heare, 
And in the ayꝛe durſt truſt theſe wings mp body fo2 to beare, 
Perchance ſhould ſaue your daughters life, J thinke you ſhould as then 
Accept me fo2 your ſonne in law, befo2e all other men 
Ao theſe great thewes (by helpe of God) J purpoſe foz to adde 
Auſt deſert in helping her that is ſo hard beſtadde. 
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Jcouenant with you by my foꝛce and manhod foz toſaueher, 
Conditionally that tomy wife in recompence haue her. 
Per parents toke his offer ſtraight: (foz who would ſtiche thereat) 
And pꝛayde hun faire, and pꝛomiſde hun that fo perfozming that 
They would endow him with the right of all the Realme beũde. 
Like as a Gallie with her noſc doth cut the waters wide, 
Enfozccd by the (ſweating armes of Rowers with the tyde,. 
Euen ſo the monſter with his bzeaſt did beare the waues aſide, 
And was now come as neere the rocke as well a man might fling 
Amid the pute and vacant ayze a pellet from ung. 
When on the (odaine Pcricy puſht his fot againſt the ground. 
And ſtyed vpwardcathe clouds his ſhadow did rebound 
Upon the ſea : the beaſt ran fierce. vpon the paſſing ſhade. 
Andas an Eagle when he ſ&s a Dꝛagon in aglade 
Lie beaking of his blewiſh backe againſt the Sunnie rapes, 
Doth ſeaze vpon him vnbe ware, and with his talants layes 
Sure hold vpon his ſcaly necke, leaſt waithing backe his head 
His cruell teeth might doe hem harme: Sa Perſey in that ſtead 


Diſcending downe the aire amaine with all his fozceand might 7 
Did ſeaze vpon the monſters backe: and vnderneath the right 8 
Finne, hard vnto the very hilt his hokedſwo2d did ſmight; 


Lhe monſter being wounded ſoze did ſometime leape aloft, 
And ſomctime vnder water diue, beſtirring him full oft 

As doth achafed Boaxe beſet with barking Dogs about. 

But Perley with his lizhtſome wings (illkeping hum without 
The monſters reach; with hoked ſwoꝛd doth ſometime heaw his backs 
Where as the hollow ſcales giue way: and ſometime he doth hacke 
The ribbes on both his mayledGdcs: and ſometime he doth wound 

His ſpindle taple whage into fiſh it growes moſt ſmalland round, 

The Whale, at Pericy, from his mouth ſuch wanesof water caſt, 
Bemixed with thepurpleblod, that all bedaeint at laſt 

Vis feathers very heauie were: and doubting any moꝛe 

To truſt his wings now wering wet, he ſtraight began to ſoze 
Upto a rocke which in the calme aboue the water tad, 

But in the tempeſt cnermoze was hid den with the fled.

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Full ſixteene yeares he was of age: ſuch cuuning skill he could 
In darting, as to hit his marke farre diſtant when he would. 
Pet how to handle bow and ſhafts much better did he know, 
Now as he was about that tune to bend his ho;zned bow, 
A firebzand Perſey taught that did vpon the altar ſmoke, 
And daſht himoner-thwart the ſace with ſuch a violent ſtroke, 
That all bebattred was his head his bones aſunder bzoke. 
When Lycahas of Aflur land his moſt aſſured friend 
And deare companion being no diſſembler of his miend 
Which moſt entirely did hum loue: beheld hun on the ground

Foz fierce Bellona ſo renewde the battell afterwarde, 
Chat all the houſe did ſwim in blod. Duke Phyncy with a rout 
Ol moe than a thouſand men enuirond round about 
The valiant Perſey all alone. The Darts of Phyneys bande 
Came thicker than the winters haile doth fall vpon the lande. 
By both his ſides his eyes and eares. He warely there vpon 
Vithdꝛawes and leanes his back againſt a huge great archeof ſtone: 
And being ſafe behinde, he ſettes his face againſt his foe 
Withſtanding all their fierce aſſaults. There did aſſaile him thoe

That Phoebus ina Rauen luckt, and Vacchu+ in aGeate, 


And Phcebus ſiſter in a Cat, and luno ina Neate, 
And Venus inthe ſhape ot fiſh, and how that laſt of all 
Mercutius hid him in a Bird which bis men doe call. 
This was the ſumme of all the tale which ſhe with rolling tung

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Deckt all their heads with Lawzellleanes as Manto did require, 
And pꝛaying with deuout entent thꝛew incenſe in the fire,

Df ſecuants, and a ſolemne traine that followed afterward. 
She was her ſelfe in cayment made in coſtly cloth of gold 
Ok Poryg1: faſhion vecy bꝛaue and go2geous to behold, 
And of her (clic ſhe was right faite and beautifull of face, 
But that her wꝛathfull ſtomacke then did ſomewhat ſtaine her grace. 
She moutag with her poztly head her heare, the which as then 
Did hang on both her ſhoulders loſe, vidpawſe a while, and when

In Cadmus Pallace J thereofthe Lady do remaine

Beſides allthis, ſeuen ſonnes J haue, and daughters ſeuen likewiſe, 
By whom ſhall ſhoꝛtly ſonne⸗inlawes and daught rinlawes ariic, 
Judge you now if that J hauccauſe of ſtatelyneſſe oꝛ no, 
Vow dare ye then pꝛeferre to me Latona, that ſame fro 
The Tyran Ceus pmpe, to whomthen readydowne to lie

From heauen, from carth, and from the ſea your Goddeſſe baniſht was,

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And as an outc aſt though the woꝛld from plate to plate did paſte, 
Untill that Delos pittying her, ſayd: Thou doſle ficete on land 
And on ſea, and thereapon did lend heroutof hand 
A place vnſtable.

As doth the Maſter of a ſhip : who when he ſes a ſhoure 
Appꝛoaching by ſome miſtie cloude that ginnes to gloume and loure, 
Doth clap on all his ſaples becauſe no winde ſhould ſcape him by 
Though nere ſo ſmall, Yowbeit as he turned foz to ſlie, 

He was not able foz to ſcape the arrow which did ſtrike 

Hun th2ough the necke. The nocke thereof did chaking vpward ſticke. 
The head apperred at his thꝛoat, and as he ſoꝛwatd gaue 

Humlelfe in ping: lo to ground he groueling alſo dzaue, 

And toppled by the hoꝛſes mane and fa te amid his race,

But Phedunusand I antalus the heite of the name

When Phcebus arrow being ſent with fozce from ſtreyned ſtring 
Did ſtrike thꝛough both of them as they did falt together clung, 

And ſo they ſighed both at once, and bothat once fozpaine 
Felldowneto ground, and both of them at once their eyes did ſtraine 
To ſe their lateſt li d both at once their ghoſts did peeld. 
Alphenor this miſchance of theirs with heauie heart beheld, 

And ſcratcht and beate his wofull bꝛeaſt, and there with lying out 
To take them vp betwerne his armes, was as he went about 

This wozke of kindly pitty, kils. Fo Phœbus with a dart 

Ot deadly dint did riue him thꝛough the bulk and bꝛake his hart. 
And when the ſteale was plucked out, a percellof his liuer 

Did hang vpon the hoked head: and ſo he did deliuer 
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vis life and blod into the ax ꝛe departing both togither. 
But Da miſictnon (on whole head came neuer üer) felt 
Po wounds than one. Jt was his chance to haue a grieuous pelt 
Upon the very place at which the leg is firſt begun, 
And where the hn ⸗ſttings by the ioynt with ſupple ſinewes run. 
And while to daa w this arrowout he with his hand aſſaide, 
other th2oagh his wezzand went and at the feathers ſtaide. 
The blwd dis dꝛiue out this againe, and ſpinning high did ſpout 
A great way off and pierſt the ay2c with ſpꝛinckling all about, 
Che laſt of all llionie with ſtretched hands and ſperch 
Hoſt humble (but in vaine) did ſay, O Gods J vou beſech 
Of mercy all in generall. He wiſt not what he ſayd. 
Ne how that vnto all of them he ought not to haue pꝛayd, 
The God that held the bow in hand was moued, but as then 
The arrow was already gone ſo farre, that backe agen 
pecouldnot call it: nerctheleſſe the wound was very ſmall 
Of which he dide, foz why his heart it did but lightly gall. 
The rumoꝛ of the miſchiefe ſelfe andmone of people, and 
The weeping of her ſcruants,gaue the mather t vnderſtand 
De ſuddaine ſtroke ofthis miſchaunce. She woundzed very much, 
And ſtoꝛmed alſo that the Gods were able to do ſuch 
A diede, 02 durſt attempt it, yea ſhe thought it moꝛe than right 
That any ot them ouer her ſhould haue ſo mickle might. 
Amphkion had foꝛ⸗done himſelfe already with a knife, 
and ended all his ſozrowes quite together with his life. 
Aas, alas, how greatly doth this Niob differ herre 
| From tother Niob who of late diſdaining any pere, 
Did from Latonas altars dꝛiue her folke, and thꝛough the towne 
With haughtie loke and ſtatelp gate went pzancking vp and dotwnc. 
Chen ſpited at among her owne, but piteous now to thoſe 
Chat heretofoze foz her deſarts had beene her arcateſt foes; 
She kalleth on the cozſeg colde, and taking no regard, 
Feſtowd her kiſſes on her ſonnes as whom ſhe afterward 
Did know ſhe neuermoꝛe ſhould kiſe. From whom the lifting thoe 
her blew and bzuſedarmes to heauen, ſayd: Othou crucll foe. 
Latona, feed, pea, fœde thy ſelfe (J ſay) vpon my woe 
And ouer-go2ge thy ſtomacke, yea, and glut they cruell hart 
With theſe my pꝛeſent painefull pangs of bitter griping ſmart. 
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In coꝛſes ſeuen, A ſeuen times dead am catied to my graue. 
Retoyce thou foe and trytmph now in that thou ſamſte to haue 
Che vpper hand. What ? vpper hand ?: no, no: it is not lo, 

As wꝛetched as my caſe doth ſeeme vet haue J lettane mo, 

Chan thou foꝛ all thy happineſle canſt of thineowne account. 

Cuen alter all theſe courſes pet J ſtill do the ſurmount. 

Upon the end of theſe ſame woꝛ ds the twanging of the ſtring 
Jalettingof the arrow ſlie was clearely heard : which thing 

Made eucry one ſaue Niobe afraid, Her heart was ſo 

Ulith ſoꝛrow hardned, that ſhe grew moze bolde. Yer daughters tho 
Mete ſtanding all with mourning werd and hanguig haire beioze 
Their bꝛothers Coffins. Dne of them in pulling from the ſoze 

An arrow ſticking in his heart, ſanke downe vpon her bꝛother 

Ulith mouth to mouth, and ſo did peeld her fleeting ghoſt, Another 
In comfozting the wzetched caſe and ſozrow of her mother 

Upon the ſudden held her peace. She ffricken was within 

Tlith double wound: which cauſed her her talking foz to blin 

And ſhut her mouth: but firſt her ghoſt was gone. One, all is vaine 
Attempting foz to ſcape by flight, was in her flying flaine. 

Another on her ſiſters coꝛſe doth tumble downe ſtarke dead. 

This quakes and tremblospitcouſly and ſhe doth hide her head. 

And when that ſixe with ſundꝛ y wounds diſpatched were and gene, 
At laſt as pet remaypned one: and foz to ſaue that one, 

Yer mother with her body whole did cling about her faſk, 

And w2ying her did ouer her her garments wholy caſt ; 

And cryed out: O leaue me one this little one pet ſaue: 

Ok many but this onely one the leaſt of all I craue. 

But while ſhe pꝛayde, ſoꝛ whom ſhe pꝛayde was kild. Thenpown ſhe 
Bereft ot all her chudꝛen quite: and dꝛawing to her fate, 

Among the daughters and her ſonnes, and huſband ne cad. 
Mer cherkes wert hard, the ayze could ſtirte no haire vpon her head, 
The colour of her face was dim and clearely voyd of blond. 

And ſadly vnverspen lids her eyes vntnoued lkod, 

Jn all her body was no life. Fo2 euen her very tung 

And pallat of her mouth was hard, and ech ta other clung. 

Yer pulſes ceaſcd fo to beate, her necke did ceaſe tobow, 

Her armes to ſtir, her fte to go, all powze fozeiwent as noly, 

And into ſtone her very wombe and bowels allo bind. 
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＋ But pet (he wept: and being hoylt by fo:ce of whirling wind, 
tas carped into Phrygie, There bpon a mountaine top 
dhe weepeth till in ſtone, from ſtone the d2eric teares do dꝛop.

J did not gocabout to waſh my weary limbs and skin 

J wouldnotonely quench my thirſt, me thꝛoat is ſcalt within 
Fo2 want of moyſture : and my chappes and lippegare parching dzte : 
And ſcarcely is there way foz woꝛds to iſſue out thereby. 

A dꝛaught of water will to me be heauenly Nectar now. 

And ſure will confeſſe J haue reteiued life of you, 

Pea, in your giuing of a dꝛop of water vnto me, 

The caſe ſo ſtandeth as you ſhall pꝛeſerue the liues of thꝛœ . 

Alas let theſe fame ſillie ſoules that in my boſome ſtretch 

Cheir little armes (by thaunte her babes their pꝛettie dolles did retch 
To pittie moue you What is he ſo hard that would not peeld 

To this the gentle Goddeſſes entreatance make andmeld ? 

Pet they fo2 all the humble woꝛds ſhe could deuiſe toſay, 
Continuedin their wilfull mod of churliſh ſayingnay, 

And thꝛeatned foz to ſend her thence, vnleſſe ſhe went away. 
Reuiling her moſt ſpightfully, and not contented ſo, 

Vith hands and feetethe ſtanding pole they troubled to and fro, 
Tintill with trampling vp and zowne maliciouſip, the ſoft 

And ſlimie mud that lay beneath, was raiſed vp aloft. 

Vith that the Goddeſſe was ſo wꝛoth that thirſt was quight fo t, 
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And and vnto ſuch vnwoꝛthy carles her ſelfe ſhee humbleth not, 
Neſpeaketh meaner wozds than might beſæme a Goddefle well: 
But holding vp her hands to heauen. Fo2 euer mought you dwell 
Jn this ſame pond, ſhe ſayd : her with did take effec with ſped 
#02 vnderneath the water they delight to be in deed, 
Now diue they to the bottome downe, now vp their heads they pop, 
another while with ſpꝛauling legs they ſwim vpon the top, 
And oitentiumes vpon the banks they haue a minde to ſtond, 
andoftentimes from thence againe to leape into the pond. 
Ant there they now do pzactiſe ſill their filthietongues to ſcold, 2 
And ſhamelefly (though vnderneath the water) they do hold 
Their fozmer woont of bzawlling till amid the water cold, 4 
Their voices fill are hoarſe and harſh,their thzotes haue puffed goawles, 
Their chappes with bzawling widned are, their hammer headed-joawles 
Acetopned to their ſhoulders iuſt, the neckes of them do ſme 
Cut off, the ridge / bone of their backe ſticks vp of colourgrene. 
Their paunch which is the greateſt of all their trunch is gray, 
and ſo they vp and downe the pond made newly Frogs do play. 
When one of Lyce (I wot not who) had ſpoken in this ſozt, 
An other ofa Satyt ſtreight began to make repozt, 
Whom Phœbu: ouertomming on a pipe (made late ago 
By Pallas) put to puniſhment Why fleaeſt thou me ſo, 
Aas he cryde it irkethme : alas a ſo2ry pipe 
Deſeructh not ſo cruelly my skin from me to ſtxipe. 
$0; all his crying o e his eares quite pulled was the skin. 
Nought els he was than one whole wound. The gricfly blood did ſpin 
From cuery part the ſine wes lay diſcouered to the eye, 
The quiuering veynes without a skin lay beatingnakedly, 
Lhe painting bowels in his bulke ye might haue numbꝛed well, 
And in his bzeft the ſheere ſmall ſtrings a man might eaſly tell. 
The Countrey Fawnes the Gods of Ti ods the Sacvrs of his kin, 
The Pount Olympus whoſerenowne did ere that time begin, 
And all the Rymphs, and all that in thoſemountaines kept their ſheepe, 
Oz gzazed cattell thereabouts, did foz this Satyr wepe. 
The fruitfull earth wert moyſt therewith and moyfted did recetue 
Lheirteaces, and in hex bowels derpe did of the ſame conceiuc, 


And when that ſhe had turned them to water, by and by 
She ſent them fazthagaine a loft to ſa the open @kie. 
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The riuer that doth riſe thereof beginning there his race, 

In very dxpe and ſhoꝛing bankes to Deaward runnes apace 

Thꝛough Varygic, and accoꝛding as the d iti, ſo the ſtreame 

Is called Nlaras of the bꝛokes the cleareſt in that Realme, 
Alith ſuch examples as theſe ſame thecommon folke teturn d 
To pꝛeſent thuigs, and cuery man though all the citic mourn d 

Fo: that A up mon was deſtroy d with all his iſſue ſo. 

But all the fault and blame was layd vpon the mother tho. 

Foz her alonely Pclops mourn d (as men repoꝛt) and he 

In opening ok his clothes did thew that cuery man might lee

And all the other Bozrough townes and cities which do ſtand 

Within thenarrow balke at whichtwo Seas do met at hand 0 

©; which do bound vpon the balke without in maine firme land 

Alonely Athens (who would thinke? ) did neither tome no2 ſend. 

Marre barred them from courtyfiethe which they did entend. 

The King of Pontus with an hoſt of ſauage people lay 

Jn ſiege befoze their famous walles and curſtly did them fray. 

Tnntill that Tereus Bing of Thrace appꝛoching to their ayde,

Whom had J to my lawfull Ferre aſſuredly once wonne, 
Holt happie, yea, and bleſt of God J might my ſelfe account, 
Ind with my head aboue the ſtarres to Heauen JI ſhould ſurmount. 
But men repozt that certaine rockes (J know not what) do mæte 
amid the waues, and monſtrouſſy againe aſunder flete ;

Full ripc he is, he takes the vſe of ayze with other men: 
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Do when that ofthe Aipers teeth the periea ſhape of man 
Uuthin the bowels of the carth was loꝛmed, they began 
To riſe together ozverly vpon the fcuitefull field 

And (which a greater woundec is) immediately they weild 
Theu weapons growing vp with them, whom when the Grerks beheld 
Pꝛeparing ſoꝛ to puſh their pikes (which tharpely headed were) 

Jn laſons face, dowae went their heads, theit heacts did tauat (02 feart: 
And alſo ſhe that made him ſafe began abatſht to bee. 

Foz when againſt one naked man ſo huge an arnue ſhe 

Beheld of armed ennnes bent, her colour did abate 

And ſodainely both vopd of blood and linety heate the (ate. 

And leaſt, the chaunted werds the which the had hum giuen befoze 
£5hould fayle at need, a helping charme ſhe whiſpꝛed cuermoze, 5 
And pꝛaciʒ d other ſecret Artes the which ſhe kept in ſtoꝛe. 

He caſting ſtraight a mightie ſtone amid his thickeſt focs, 

Doth voyd the battell from himſclfe and turnes it vato thoſe, 

Theſe earth-b:cad bothers by and by did one another wound 

And neuer ceaſed till that all lay dead vpon the ground 

The Greekes were glad x in their armes did claſp their Champion ſtout, 
And clinging to hun earneſtly embzaced him about.

And cuts the old mans thꝛoat: and letting all his old bloud go, 
dupplyes it with the boyled iuite: the which when Ac ſon tho 
Had at his mouth 02 at his wound teteiued in, his haire 
4s weil of head as beard from aray to cole blacke turned were. 
his leane, pale, hoꝛe and withered cozſe grew fulſome, faire, and freſh: 
vu furrowed w2inkles were fulfild with pong and luſtie fleſh, 
huslunmes wert frolicke, baine and lith : at which he wondzing much, 
Remembꝛed that at foꝛtie tes he was the ſame 02 ſuch. 
Ind us from dull vnwielſome age to pouth he back ward dzew: 
Euen ſo a liuely youthful ſpꝛight did in his heart renew. 

The wonder ot this monſtrous ad had Bacchus ſene from hy 

And finding that to youthfull yeereg his Nurſes might thereby 
Reſtoꝛed be, did at herhandrecetue it as a gift. 
and leaſt deteit full guileſhould ceaſe, Medea found a ſhift 
Do leyne that laſon and her ſelſe were falne at oddes in wꝛoth: 
Ind therevpon in humble wiſe to Pelias Court ſhe goth. 
Where fozbecauſethe lzing himſclfe was fabled ſoze with age, 
dus daughters entertamde her whom Medea being ſage, 
Within a while thzough falſe pzetence of feyned friendſhip bzought 
Co take herbaite. Foz as ſhe told what pleaſure ſhe had wzought 
$0; laſon: and among the reſt as greateſt ſadly told 
bow (he had made his father pong that withꝛed was and old, » 
Indtarryed long vpon that poynt: they hoped glad and fame 
Chat their old father might like wiſe his youthfull peeres regaine. 
Ind this they crauing inſtantly did pꝛotfer fo2 her paine, 
What recompence ſhe would deſire. She held her peate a while 
as though ſhe doubted what to do: ans with her ſuttle guile 
If counterfeiting grauitie moze eager did them make. 
iſlone as ſhe had pꝛomiſde them to do it fo2 theirſake, 
#02 moze aſſurance of my graunt, vour ſe lues (quoth ſhe) ſhallſe 
The oldeſt Ram in all your flocke a Lambe ſtraight made to b. 
By fozce of my confections ſtrong, Jmmediatly a Ram 
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So old that no man thereaboutsremembzed him a Lam, 

- Was thither (by his warped hoznes which turned mwardto 
Vis hollow temples) dzawne, whoſe withered thꝛote ſhe fit in two. 
and when ſhe cleane had dzained out that little bloud that was: 

Upon the fice with hearbs ol ſtrength lhe ſet a pan of bꝛaſſe 

Ind calt his carcafle theremto. The medeme did abate 

The largenellc of his lums, and ſeard his dolloꝛs from his pate, 

and with his hoznes ab udge his veares: anon was plainly heaid 

The bleatuig ata new yeand Lambe {rom mid the kettle-ward, 

And as they wondꝛed foz to heare the blcating, ſtreight the Lam 

Leapt out, and friſ hing ran to (&ke the vdder ofſome Dam. 

King Pella daughters were amaz'd and when they did behold 

Her pꝛomiſe come to ſuch effect,they were a thouſand fold 

£502e carneſt at her than befo2e. Zhzics Phoebus hauuig pluckt 

The collars from his hoꝛſes neckes, in lobe: had them duckt. 

And now in Heauen the ſtreaming ſtarres the fourth night ſhined clerte 
When falſe Medea on the fire had hanged water there, 

With hearbes that had no power at all. The King and all his gard 
Which had the charge that night about his perſon foz to ward, 

Where thꝛough hernight-ſpels and her charmes in deadly ſlerpe allcaſt. 
And Pelias daughters with the Witch whicheg'dthem fozward,paſt 
Into his chamber by the watch, and compaſt in his bed. 

Then, wherefo:e ſtand pe doubting thus like foles Mcdea ſed? 
On, dzaw your ſwoꝛds, and let pe out his old blod, that J may 
Fill vp his empty vaines againe with pouthfull blod ſtraight way. 
Pour fathers life is in yourhands : it lyeth now in you, 

To haue him old and withered ſtill, 02 yong and luſty. Now 

Ik any nature in yon be and that pedo not fed 

A fruitlefſc hope, your dutte to your father do withſpeed: 

Expulſe his age by ſwoꝛd, and let the filthy matter out. 

CThꝛough theſe perſwaſions which of them ſoeuer went about 

To ſhew her ſelfemoft naturall, became the firſt that w2ought 
Againſt all nature: and foꝝ feare he ſhould be wicked thought, 8 
She executes the wickedneſſe which moſt to ſhun ſhe ſought. * 
Pet was not any one of them ſo bold that durſt abide 

To loke vpon their father when ſhe ſtrake, but w2ive aſide 
Per eyes: and ſo their cxuel hands not marking where they hit, 
With faces turn d another way at all aduenture ſnut. 
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Ve all bewcltredin his bloud awaked with the ſmart, 

And maun dand mangled as he was did giue a ſodaine ſkart, 
Endeauoꝛing to haue riſen vp, but when he did behold 

Viuſelie among ſo many ſwo2ds, he lifting by his old 

Pale waryiſh armes, ſayd: daughters mine what do ye? who hath put 
Cheſe wicked weapons in your hands your fathers thꝛoat to cut: 

{Uith that their hearts and hands did faint. And as he talked pit, 
Medea b:caking of his woꝛds, his wind / pipe quickly ſut, 

And in the ſcalding liquoz tozne did dꝛowone him by and by. 0 


But had ſhe not with winged woꝛmes ſtraight mounted in the ſkie 
She had not ſcaped puniſhment: but ſtying vp on hie 
She ouer ſhady Peſion flew where Chyron etſt did dwell, 
And ouer Ochrys and the grounds renownde foꝛ that befell 
To ancient Ceramb : who ſuch time as old Deucalions flood 
Upon the face of all the earth like one maine water ſtod, 
By helpe of Nymphs with feathered wings was in the ayer lift, 
And ſo eſcaped from the flood vnd2owned by the ſhift. 
Sheleft Acolian Pecanic vpon het left hand: and 
The Serpent that became a ſtone vpon the Lesbian ſand, 
And [a woods where Bacchus hid a Bullocke (as is ſayd) 
Jn ſhape of Stag the which his ſonne had theeuiſhly conuayd, 
And where the Sire of Corvru: lies buried in the duſt. 
The fields which Meras (when he firſt did into barking bꝛuſt) 
Affcaid with trangeneſſe of the noyſe. And cke Evryp1i's towne 
In which the wines of Tos had hoꝛnes like Dren on their erowne 
Such times as Hercles with his hoſte departed from the Jie, 
and Rhodes to Phoebus conſecrate: and lalyſe where cre while 
The Tcl. h1n-s with their noyſome ſight did euerp thing bewitch. 
At which their haznous wickedneſſe love taking rightfull patch, 
Did d2ownethemin his bꝛothers waues. oꝛeduer ſhe did palle 
By cos andold Carther walles where Sir Alcidamas 
Did wonder how his daughter ſhould be turned to a Doue. 
The Swanny Temp and Hy ties Pale ſhe tie wed from abeue, 
Che which a ſodaine Swan did haunt Fo2 Phylite thete ſoʒ loue 
Of Hynes ſonne did at his bidding Birds and Lions tame, 
And deing wild fo bzeake a Bull perfozmed freight the ſatne: 
Tall wꝛothfull that his loue ſo oft ſo (treightly ſhould him vſe, 
Ulhen fo; his laſt reward he aſkt the Bull, he dio reſuſe 
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To giue it him The bop diſplcaſ d, ſapd, well: thou wilt anon 
Repent thou gaue it not: and leapt downe head long fcom a ſtone, 
They all ſuppoſde he had beene fallen : but being made a Swan 
Uh ſnowy feathers in the ayꝛe to flacker he began. 

Vis mother Hyric knowing not he was pꝛeſerued ſo, 

Neſolued uito melting teares foꝛ penſiueneſle and wo. 

And made the Pole that beates her name. Not fat tom hence doth ſtand 
Che citie Vieuro", where ſometune by mountung from the land 
With wauing pintons Or hyes pmpe Dame Combe did eichue 

Her child zen which with naked ſwoꝛds to ſiea her did putſue. 

Anon the ken d ala ic fields which did ſemetime pertame 

To chaſte Diana, where a King and eke his wile both twaine 

TUEe turn d to birds, Ce He hill vpon her right hand ſtod, 

In which Menephron like a beaſt of wilde and ſauage mood 

To foꝛte his mother did attempt. Farre thence ſhe pſp d where ſad 
Cc plutus mourned toꝛ his Mete whom heœbus turned had 

To valy ſhape of ſwelling Seale: and Eumelles palace faire 
Lamenting foz his ſonnes nuſchance with whewlingin the apze. 

At Cormch with her winged Snakes at length ſhe did arrine. 

Here men (fo ancient fathers ſayd that were as then aliue 

Did bꝛed ol deawy Muſhꝛommes. But after that her tene 

Vith burning of her huſbands Bꝛide by Mitch ⸗craſt wꝛeak t had bern 
And that King Creons Pallace ſhe on blazing fire had ſene, 

And in her owne deere childꝛens bloud had bath d her wicked knife 
Not like a mother but a beaſt bereauing them of life: 

Leaſt laſon ſhould haue puniſht her, ſhe toke her winged Snakes, 
And flying thence againe in haſte to Pallas Citie makes, 

Thich ſaw the ancient Periphas and righteons Phiney to 2 
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Togither flying, and the Nece of Polypemon wha 
Tas faſtened toapaire of wings as well as tother two, 
Aegeus entettapned her wherein he was too blame 
Although he had no further gone but ſtayd vpon the ſame, 
He thought it not to be ynoughto vſe her as his gueſt 
Anleſſe hetoke her to his wife. And now was T1 helicv pꝛeſt, 
Unknowne vnto his father pet, who by his knightly fo:ce 
Had ſet from robbers cleare the balke that makes the ſtreight dinozce 
Betiwerne the ſeas lonian and Aegean. Tohaue kil d 
This woꝛthy Knight, Me dea had a Goblet ready fil d 
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Vith iuyte of Funt-woozt venemous, the which ſhe long ago 

Pad out of Stu ue with her bzought Thecommon bꝛute is ſo 

That of the teeth of © erberus this Flintwozt firſt did grow. 

Lhere isa cane that gapeth wide with darkſome entry low, 

There goes a way ftcrpe downeby which with triple chayne made new 
ſtcong and ſturdy Adamant the valiant Hercic dzew 

The currlh Yelhound Cerberus: who dꝛagging arſward ſl, 

And wathing backehts ſcowling eyes becauſe he had no ſkill 

To ſe the Sun and open day, fo2 very mody w2oth 

Lh2& barkings yelled out at once, and ſpit his llauering froth 

Upon the greemſh graſſe. This froth (as men ſuppoſe) toke rote 

und thiuing in the batling ſople, in burgeous fo2th did ſhote, 

To banc and miſchiefe men with all: and fozbecauſe the ſame 

Did grow vpon the bare hard Flints, folke gaue the fozſaydname 

Of Fliat-wozt therevnto. The king by egging ol his Quene 

Did reach his ſonne this bane, as if he had his enmie bene. 

And 1 hetcy of this treaſon wꝛought not knowing ought had tane 

Che goblet at bis fathers hand which hild his deadly bane: 

Then lodainly by the Juo2y hilts that were vpon his word, 

Acgeus knew he was his ſonne,and riſing from the bo2d, 

Did ſtrike the miſchiefe from his mouth Nledes witha charme 

Did caſt a miſt and ſoſcapt death deſerued fo2 theharme 

Intended. Nowalbetrt that Aegeus were right glad, 

Chat in the ſauing of his ſonne ſo happy chance he had: 

Pet grieued it his heart full ſoꝛe, that ſuch a wicked wight 

With treaſon wꝛought againſt his ſon ſhould ſcape ſo cleate andquight. 

Then fell he vato kindling fire on altars cuery where, 

And glutted all the Gods with gifts. The thicke neck d oxen were 
Tlith garlands wꝛeath d about their hoznes knockt downe fog ſacrifice, 
A day of moze ſolemnity than this did neuer riſe 
Befozein Athens (by repozt.) The ancients of the towne 
Pade feaſts, ſo did the meaner ſoꝛt, and euety commonclowne. 

And as the wine did ſharpe thcir wits, they ſung this ſong : O knight 
Ok pæreleſſe pzoweſſe Theicus,thy manhod and thy might 

Though all the coaſt of Marachon with woꝛthy honour ſounds, 

Foz killing of the Creetiſh bull that waſted thoſe ſame grounds: 

The folkeof Cremion thinke themſelues beholden vnto thee. 

Foz that without diſquietting their ficlds may tilled he, 
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By thee the land of &pidaure hath ſane the clubbiſh ſonne 
Df Vuicanc dead. By thee like wiſe the coucitcy that doth runne 
Along C ept14u> Bankes beheld the fell Vr cr uite» flaine. 
Zhcdwelling place of © eres our Eleut. glad ant faine 
Beheld the death of erc yon. That oꝛpid S who 
Abulde his ſttength in bending trees and tying ſolke thercto, 
Their limn:es a (under foꝛ to teate when loſened from the ſteps 
Che trees vnto then pꝛoper place did ttite theit trained tops, 
TWas kil d by thee. Thou made the way that leadeth to the towne 
Alchathoe in Bectiacleare by putting Scy ton downe. 
To this ſameout-lawes ſcattered bones the land denyed reſt, 
Andlikewiſe did the Sea refuſe to harbout ſuch a gueſt: 

Till after floating too and fro long · while as men do ſay 
At length they hardned into ſtones : and at this pꝛeſent day 
The ſtones are called 5cyron: cliffes. Now it we ſhouldaccount 
Thy dads together with thy peares, thy dads would farre ſurmount 
Chr peres. #02 the moſt valiant Pzince theſe publique vowes we kepe 
Fo2 thee with cheerefull hearts we quaffe theſc bowls of wine ſo dæpe. 
The Pallace alſo of the nopſe and ſhouting did re ound 
The which the people made fo2 top. There was not to be found 
In all the Citie an place of ſadneſſe. Natheleſſe 
(Do hard it is ofperfect iop to find ſo great exceſle, 
But that ſome ſoꝛtow therewtthall is medled moze o2 lefſe) 
e/£2cus had not in his ſonnes tecouery ſuch delight, 
But that there followed in the necke apiece of Foꝛtunes ſpight. 

Ling Mynos was pꝛeparing warre, who though he had great ſtoze 

Ot lips and ſouldiers, pet the wꝛath the which he had befoze 
Conceiued in his fathers bzeſt foz mutth ing of his ſonne 0 


Andtogeus, made him farre moꝛe ſtrong and fiercer foz to tonne 
To tightfull battell toreuenge the great diſpleaſure donne. 
Powtceit he thought it beſt ere he his warfare did begin 

To find the meanes offozraincayd, ſome friendſhip fo2 to win, 
And therevpon with flying fleete where paſſage did permit 

He went to viſit all the Jles that in thoſe Seas do ſit. 

Anon the Jles A'typalev,and Anap"cy both twaine 

The firſt conſtrainde foꝛ feare of warre, the laſt in hope of gaine 
Coke part with him. Low Nl vconey did alſo with him hold, 
Do did the chalkie Cymoley, and Syphney which of old 
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as very rich with veines of gold, and Scyros full of bold 

And valant men, and Scryphey the Smathe : oz latter fell, 

and ale / which foz arble ſtone doth beare away the bell, 

And S:cbney which a wicked wench cal d Arne did betray 

F02money : who vpon receit thereof without delay 

{Llasturned to a bird, which pet of gold is gripple (fill, 

And ts as blacke as any cole, both feathers, fete and bill: 

A Cadowe is the name of her. But pet Oliarey 

Ind Didemey, and Andrey eke, and Tene, and Gyarey, 

And Pepareth where Oliue trees moſt plenteouſly do grow, 

zu no wiſe wouldagre their helpe on Minos to beſtow, 
Chen NA mos turning left-hand wiſe, did ſaple to Ocnopee, 
Where reign d that tune ing Acacus. This Ile had called be 

Ok olde by name of Ocnopec : but Acacus turn d the name, 

and after of his mothers name, Aegina tal d the ſame. 

The common folke ranne out by heapes deſtrous foz to ſee 

A man of ſuch renowne as Minos bzuted was to be. 

The Kings thꝛœ ſonnes Duke Telamon, Duke Peley and the young. 

Duke Phocus went to mete with him. Olde Acacus alſo claung 

With age, came alter leaſurely, and aſking hum the cauſe 

Of his repayꝛe. Ther Ruler ofthe hundzed Shires gan pauſe, 

And muſing on the inward griets that nipt him at the hart, 

Did ſhape hun anſwere thus: O Pꝛince vouchſafe totake my part 

In this ſame godly warte ol mine: aſſiſt me in the iuſt 

Reuengement of my murdꝛed ſonne, that leepeth in the duſt : 

Jcraue your comfo2t foz his death. Aeginas ſonne reply d, 

Thy ſute is vaine, and ofmy Realme perfozce muſt be deny d. 

Foꝛ vnto Atnens is nolandmoze ſurc then this ally o 

duch Leagues betwene vs are, which (hall tnfring'd fo2 me abide, 

Away went l mos, ſad, and ſayd: Fullderely ſhalt thou buy 

Thy Leagues Me thought it fo; to be a better pollicie 

Tothꝛeaten warte, then warre to make, and thereto ſpend his ſto2e 

Ind ftrength : which in his other nds might much auails hun moze. 
As vet might from Ocnopu walles the Creetiſh Flacte be ken'd, 
Chen thither-ward with puffing ſayles and winde at will did tend 

A chip from Athens which anon arriuing at the ſtrans 

det 5epha! inthambaſſage from his Country-mena land. 

e Rings the ſonnes though long it were ſince laſt they had hnu ſeene: 
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Pe t knew they him: and after old acquaintance eft had bene 

Ne new d by (haking hands, to Court they did hun ſtraight conuap. 
This Pꝛince which dis allure the eyes of all men by the way, 

As in whole ſtately perſon ſtill remained to be ſeene 

The markes ot beautie which in flowze of fozmer yeres had bene, 
Uient holding out an Phuc-bzaunch that grew in Acricke land: 
And fo2 the reuerence of his age there went on either hand 

A noble man of ponger pres. Sit Clycus on the right, 

And Buce>on the lctt, the ſonne ol one that Pallas hight. 

When greeting firſt had paſt betwerne theſe Nobles and the King, 
Then Cephal! ſetting ſtraight a bꝛoch the meiſage he did being, 


Deſired ayde: and ſhewde what Leagues tod then in fozce betwene 


Vis countrey and the Acginites, and alſo what had beene 
Decreed botivixt their Anceſters, concluding in the end 

That vader colour ot this warre which Minos did pꝛetend 

To onely Athens, he in derde the conqueſt did entend 

Ot all Achaia. When he thus by helpe of learned skull 

His counttey meſſage furthzed had. King Acacovs leaning ſtill 
Vis left hand on his ſcepter, ſayd : My Lo2ds, J would not haue 
Pour State of Athens ſeme ſo ſtrange as ſucco2 here to craue. 
A pꝛay commaund. Fo? be ye ſute that what this Jle can make, 
Is yours. Pea, all that ere J haue ſhall hazard fo2 your ſake. 

J want no ſtrength. J haue ſuch ſtozeof ſouldiars that map 
Both vexe my foes and alſo keepemy Realme in quiet kay, 

And now I thinke me bleſt of God that time doth ſerue to ſhow 
Tithout excuſe the great god will that J to Athens ow, 

God hold it ſir (quoth Cephalus) God make the number grow 
Of people in this Towne of yours. It did me god alate 

Ulhen ſuch a godly ſoꝛt of youth of all one age and rate 

Did matte me in the ſtrert. But yet me thinks that many miſſe 
Uhhich at my foꝛmer being here J haue bcheld ere this. 

At that the King did ſigh, and thus with plaintfull voyce did ſay. 
A ſad beginning afterwardin better lucke did tay, 

I would J plainely could the ſame befo:e your faces lay, 
Howbeit J will diſo2derly repeate it as J map. 

And leaſt J ſme to weary you with ouer long delay, 
The menthat yon fo mindfully enquire foz, lie in ground, 
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Andaought of them ſaue bones and duſt remayneth to be found, 
But as it hapt what loſſe thereby did vnto me iedound 2 

A crucll plague though lunos wꝛath who dzeadfully t id hate 
This Land that ot het huſbands Leue did take the name alate, 
Upon my people fell: as long as that the maladie 

None other ſamde than ſuch as haunts mans nature vſually, 
And ofſo great mo2talitie the hurtfull cauſe was hid, 

Te ſtroue by Phiſicke ofthe ſame the Pacients foz to rid. 

The miſchiefe oucc4maſtred Art : yea,Phiſicke was to ſake 

To do it ſelfe god. Firſt the Apʒe with foggie ſtinking ræke 

Did dayly ouet dꝛerpe the carth : and cloſe calme Clouds did make 8 


The weather faint: 4 while the Mone fourctunes het light did take 
And fil d her cxiptie hoznes therewith, and did as often flake : 
The warme Southwinds with deadly heat continually did blow. 
Infected were the ſpꝛings and Ponds, and ſtreames that ebbe and floſy, 
and warmes of Serpents crawl'd about the fields that lay vntil d, 
Which with their popſon cuen the bzakes and running waters ſil d 

In ſodaine dꝛopping downeof Dogs, ol Yozſes,ſhape,and line, 

Of Birds and Beaſts both wild x tame, as Dren, Tlolues, : wine. 
Che milchiefe ofthis ſecret ſoꝛe firſt outwardly appecres. 
The w;etched Plow-man was amazd to ſee his fturdy Stceres 
Amid the furrow ſinking downe ece halle his wozke was donc. 
Whole flockes of ſhepe did faintly bleate, and therewithall begonne 
Their flaxces fo2 to fall away andleaue theix naked ſkin, I 
And all thcix bodies with the rot attauited were within. 8 
The luſtie Yozſe that erſt was fiercem field reno wne to win * 
Againft his kinde giewcowardly: and now fo2getting quight 
The ancient honour which he pꝛeaſt ſo oft to get in fight, 
tod ſigheng ſadly at the Racke as waiting fo2 to yecld 
Vis wearic liſe without renowne of combate in the field. 
TheBoare to chale, the Vinde to runne, the cruellbeare to fall 
Upon the heards of Rothcr Beaſts had now no luſt at all. 
Alanguſhing was falne on all. Jn wayes, in wodcs, and playnes 
The filthy carions lay, whoſe ſtinch the Apꝛe it ſelle diſtaines. 
(a wondzous thing to tell) not Dogs noz raucning fowles, noz pit 
Po;e-coted Molues would once attempt to taſte of them a bit. 
Loke where they fell there rotted they: and with their ſauoꝛ bzed 
ind Here harule, and fuither Gill abzoade the lowle inſeaion ſped. 
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Tiith loſe that touched yet moꝛe necre, on VBuſband-men it crept, 
And ragingly within the walles of this great cattie ſtept. 

It toke men firlk with ſweiting heate, that ſcalt their guts within, 

The ſignes whereof were ſteaming bꝛeath and firie colour d (kin, 

The tongue was harch + ſwolne, the mouth thꝛough dꝛought of burning 

Lay gaping vp to hale in bꝛeath and as the patient ſtrives, (veynes 

To dꝛau it in, he ſuckes therewith coꝛtupted Apze beſide, 

No bed, no clothes though neere ſv thinne the patients could abide, 

But layd then hardned ſtomakes flat againſt the bace cold ground, 

Pet no abatement of the heate therein their bodies found, 

But heate theearth, and as foz Leache was nonethat helpe conld hight 

The Surgeans and Phiũtians to were in the ſelſe ſame plight, 

Their cureleſſe cunning hurt themſelues. The nerer any man 

Appꝛoched his diſeaſed friend and doth the belt he can 

To ſuctout him moſt fapthfully,the ſoner did he catch 

Vis bane. All hope of health was gone. No eaſement no; diſpatch 

Ok this diſeaſe except in death and buriall did they finde. 

Loke whereunto that each mans minde and fancie was enclinde, 

That followed her. He neuer paſt what was fo2 his behofe. 

Foz why ? that nought could do them god was felt to much by pꝛofe, 

In euery place without reſpec, of ſhame oꝛ honeffie 

At Mels, at bꝛokes, at ponds, at pits by ſwarmes they thꝛonging lie: 

But ſoner might they quench their life than ſtanch their thirtt thereby, 

And therewithall ſo heauie and vnwieldp they become,

Be d2awne along the ſea with thee where euer thou do go, 
She ſcarce had ſapd theſe wo2ds, but that ſhe leaped on the wane, 
And getting to the ſhips by foꝛce ot ſtrength that lone her gaue, 
Upon the King of Cancies kæle in ſpite of hun the claue.

The ſlavuverof his houſe increaſt: and now appeamdmoꝛe, 
Lhe mothers filthie whozedome by the monſter that che boꝛe 
Df double Hape, and vgly thing. This ſhametull infamie. 
This monſterboznehim by his wife he mindes by pollicie 
To put away, and in an houſe with many nokes and krinkes 
From all mens ſightes and (Þech of folke to ſhut it vp he thinkes. 
Immediatly one Dædalus renowned in that land 
Foz fine deuiſe and wozkmanſhipin building went in hand 
To make it. Ye confounds his wozke with ſodaiue ſtops and ſtayes, 
And with the great vncertaintic of ſundzy windung wayes

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Leaves in and out, and to and fro, at diners des a ſtray.

Which neuer man had done beſdꝛe. And ſtraight he hauing wind 
With VN mos daughter ſail d away to Dia: where (ynkinde 
And cruell creature that he was) he left her poſt alone 
Upon the ſhoze. Thus deſolate and making dolefull mone, 
God Bacchus did both comſozt het and take her to his bed, 
And with an euerlaſting ſtarre the moꝛe her Fame to ſpꝛed, 
he toke the Chaplet from her head, and vp to heauen it thzew. 
The Chaplet thirled thꝛough the ap2e : and as it guded flew, 
The pzecious (tones were turn d to ſtarres which blazed cleare 4 bꝛight.

There ſtod me by him Icarus his ſonne, a pꝛetie lad:

And with his thumbs another while hechafes the yellow ware,

Pet was it kaine in humble wiſe to Theſeus to pꝛeſerte 
A ſupplication fo2 the apdeof him. The cauſe whereſoꝛe 
They made ſuch humble (ate to him, was this. There was a Boe 
The which Diana foz to wꝛeake her w2ath conceiu'd beſoze, 
Vad thither as her ſeruant ſent the countrey foz to waſte. 
Fo2 men tepoꝛt that Oenic, when he had in ſtoze-houſe plaſte 
The kull encreaſe ot fozmer pcate, io Ceres didaſſigne 
Che firſtlings ot his coꝛne and fruites: to Bacchus, ofthe Uine: 
And vnto Pallas Oliſe ole. This honoꝛing of the Gods 
Ol graine i fruites who put theirhelpe to topling in the clods, 
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Ambitiouſly to all, euen thoſe that dwell in heauen did clume, 

Dianaas Altats (as it hapt) atonly at that time 

Without reward of Frankincenſe were ouerſkipt (they ſay) 

Euen Gods are ſubiea vnto w2ath. Ve ſhall not ſcape away 
Unpunilht. Though vawozthipped he paſſed me with ſpight: 

He ſhall not make his vaunt he ſcapt me vnreucngedquight, 

Quoth Hhœoc. And anon the ſent a Boe to Oenies ground 

Ot ſuch a hugeneſle as no Bull could euer pet be found, 

Jn Epyre: But in Cicilie are Bulles much leſſe than her, 

His eyes did gluſter bid and fire : right dzeadfull was to ſe 

Vis b:awnednecke, right dzeadfull was his heare which grew as thicke 
Vith pzicking points as one of them could well by other ſticke. 
Andlike a front of armed kes ſet cloſe in battellray

ind to th intent herbzothers Ghoſts with blood to honoz, ſhe 
iameaning to be one way kuide, doth ivozke another way 
tanſt kinde. Wlhen the plaguy fire wert ſtrong, Me thus did ſays 
this ſamc fire my bowelsburne. And as in curſed hands

His father did beray 
his hoarie head and fate with duſk, and on the earth flat lap,

Done execution on her (ciſe by ſwoꝛd befo:e her time. 
I God to me a hundꝛed mouthes with ſownding tongues ſhould ſends, 
And reaſon able to concctue, and thercunto ſhould lend 
He all the grace ofeloquence that exe the Muſes had, 
Itould net ſhew the woe where with his ſiſters were beſtad. 
Gumindſull of theit high eſtate, their naked bzeſts they ſmit, 
Untill they made them blacke and blew, And while his bodie Mt. 
Remained, they dis cheriſh it, ar.ocheriſh it againe, 
They kiſt his bodic : yea, they kiſt the chiſt that did containe 
his toꝛſe. And after that the toꝛſe was buent to aſhes, they 
Did pꝛeſſe his aſhes with theit bꝛeſts: and downe along they lay 
Upon his toombe, and thee embꝛaſte his name t pon the ſtone, 
And filide the letters of the ſame with teares that from them gone: 


At length D:ana ſatiſfied with ſtaughterbꝛought vpon 
Che houſe of Oc nie, tifts them vp with feathers enertchone, 
(Daue Gore: e and the daughter in law of noble Alec mene) and 
Pakes wings to ſtretch along ſides, and hoꝛned nebs to ſtand 
Npon their mouthes. And 8 ſhe altring quight their fayze 
And natiue ſhape, in ſhapeofSirds doth ſend them thzough the Apze. 
The noble Theſeus+ in this while with others hauing donne 
Vis part in killing of the Boare, to Athens ward begonne 
Ta take his way, But Acheloy then being ſwolne withraine

Ot Pommy hollowed diuerſip. and ragged pebble Stone 

The walles were made. The flooze with Moſſe was ſoff to tread bpon, 
The tœſe thereof was chekerwiſe with ſhels of purple w2ought, 

And Pearle, The Sunne then full two parts of dap to end had bzought, 
And Lheſeus downe to table ſate with ſuch as late befoe 

Vad friendly bone him company at killing of the Boe.

Her huſband from their Garden · plot fetcht Cole woꝛts. Of the which 

She ſhꝛeaded ſmall the leaues, and with a Fozke tooke downe a flitch 

Ok cuſtie Bacon from the Balke made blacke with ſmoke, and cut 

Apecetheceof, and in the Pan to boykng did it put. 

And while this meate a ſæthing was, the time in talke they ſpent, 

By meanes whereof away without much tediouſneſſe it went. 

There hung a Bowle of Berch vpon a ſpirget by a ring. 

Che ſame with warmed water filde, the two old folke did bꝛing

And take away the ſhozingneſſs : and when they hadit dzynen 

To ſtand vp lenell, with grerne intes they by and by it wipt. 

Chen ſet they onit Pallas fruite with double colour ſtript. O 

And Coznels kept in pick le moyſt, and Endiue, and a roote 

Of Kadiſh, and a iolly lumpe of Butter freſh and ſoote, 

And egges reare roſted. All theſe Cates in earthen diſhes came, 

Chen ſet they downe a grauen Cup made alſo of the ſame 

Selfe kinde of Plate, and azers made of Bech, whoſe umer ſive 

Vas rubd with yellow Mare. and when they pawſed had a tide, 

Hotte meate came piping from the fire. And ſhoztly therevpon 

Acup of greene hedge Wine was bꝛought. This tane away, anon 

Came in the latter courſe, which was of Nuts, Dates, dzyed Figges, 

Sweteſmelling Apples ina Paunde made flat of Dyſicr twigges, 

And Pꝛunes and Plams and purple Grapes cut newly from the tree, 

And in the midſt a Yonny-combenew taken from the Bee. 

Beſides all this, there did enſue good countnance onermoze, 

With will not pozeno2niggardly, Now all the while befoze, 

As often as Phile mon and dame Bauc i« did perteiue 

Che emptie Cup to fill alone, and line till to reteiue, 

Amazed at the ſtrangeneſle of the thing, they gan ſtraight way 
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With ſeare full hearts and hands hild vp to frame them ſeluts to pzay, 
Deſiring loꝛ their lender cherte and fare to pardoned bee. 
They had but one pwze Golſe which kept their little Tennantteæ, 
And this to offer to the Gods their gueſtes they did intende. 
The Gander wight of wing did make the ow old folke to ſpende 
Their paynes in vayne, and mockt them long. at length he ſem'd to fiye 
Foꝛ ſuccour to the Gods themſelues, who bade he ſhould dot dye. 
Foz webe Gods (quoth they) and all this wicked towneſhip ſhall 
Abye their guilt. On you alone this miſchiefe (hall not fall. 
No moze but giue you vp your houſe, and follow vp this hill 
Togither, and vpon the top thereof abide our will. 
They both obay'd,Andas the Gods did leade the way befoze, 
They lagged ſlowly after with their ſtaues, and labozed ſoze 8 
Againtt the riſing of the hill. They were not mickle moze 
Than full a flight ſhot from the top, when loking back they ſaw 
Vow all the towne was d2owned ſaue their little ſhed of ftraw. 
And as they wondꝛed at the thing, and did bewaile the caſe 
Ok thoſe that had their neighbours beene: the olde pa2e Cote ſo baſe, 
Ulhercon they had biene owners erſt, became a Church. The pꝛoppes 
Mere turned into pillars huge. The ſtraw vpon the tops 
las yellow ſo that all the rofe did ſerme of burniſht gold: 
The flowze with Parble paued was. The dozes on either fold 
Were grauen. At the ſight hereof Philemon and his Bake 
Began ta pꝛay in feare. Chen louc thus gently them beſpake : 
Declare thou righteous man : and thou O woman merte to haue 
Arizhtcous huſband: what yer would moſt chiefly, wilh oꝛ crauc. 
Philcmon taking conference a hiftle with his wife, 
Declared both theit meanings thus. Ve couet during life 
Pour Chaplaines fo2 to be to kæpe your Temple. And becauſe 
Our yeeres inconco2d we haue ipent, Ipꝛay when death nerred;awcs; 
Let both ot vs togither leaue out lues: That neither J 
BVchold my wines deccaſe, noꝛ ſhe ſc mine when J doe dis, 
Their wich had ſequele to their will. As long as life did lait, 
They kept the Church, And becuig ſpent with age of ycevesfo;epaſt, 
By chance as ſtanding on a time without the Temple doꝛe 
They told the ſoꝛtune ol the place, Philemon old and paze 
Saw. Bauc is floziſh greene with leaues, and Baucis ſaw likewiſe 
Philemon Manching out in boughs and twigs beſoze her eyes, 
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And as the Barke did ouergrow the heads ol both, each ſpake 

To other while they might. At laſt they each ol them did take 

Their leaue of other both at once, and therewithall the barke 

Dad hide their faces both at once. The Phrygians in that parks 

Do at this pꝛeſent day ſtill ſhew the trees that ſhaped were 

e Of their two bodies, growing vet togither topntly there. 

Theſe things vid ancient men repozt of credite very god. 

Foz why, there was no cauſe why they ſhould lye. As I there ſfod 

I ſaw the garlands hanging on the boughs, andadding new 5 


I ſayd: let them whom God doth loue be Gods; and honoꝛ pew

Some ſucking calues oꝛ lambes. The blodof ſtangers there was ſpild,

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By puiſſant natute iopnd in one? Jcannot thinke that we 
Df ſoueragine Goddeſſe ono were begot, oz that we be 
Ixions ſonnes, who was ſo (tout of courage and ſo hault,

Now whenfrom Vucnus, Venulus his meflage had veclaatd, 
Deſyzing helpe: Th Actoliar, Knight ſayd nenecould well bo ſpaard, 
And in excuſe, he told him how he neither durſt be bold 
To pꝛeſle his fathers folke to ame ot whem he had no hold, 


To arme, And leaſt ye thinke (quoth he) J do a ſhift conttiue, 
Although by vppening of the thing my bitter griefe teuiue 

J will abide to make a new rehearſall. After that 

Che GOrerkes had burned 1 roy and on the giound had lapd it flat, 
And that the Pzince of Nai by his rauiſhing of the Þayd 

Jn Pallas temple, on vs all the pennance had diſplayd 

Thich he hunſelfe deſcrud alone: Zhen ſcattred here and there 
And harryed ouer all the ſeas, we Greckes were faine to beate 
Night, thunder, tempeſt, wꝛath of heauen and ſea, ano laſt of all 
Soze ſhipwꝛecke at mount Capharey to mend our harmes withall, 
And leaſt that me ts make to long a pꝛoceſſe pee might dame 

In ſetting foꝛth our heauy happes, the Greekes might that time ſa me 
Right rewfulleuen to Priamus, Yowbeit Minetua ſhe 

Chat weareth armour, foke me frem the waues and ſaued me. 

But from my fathers Kealme againe by violence J was deiuen. 

Foz Venus beating ſtill in mind the wound J had her giuen 

Long time befoꝛe, did woꝛke teuenge By meanes whereof ſuch toxle 
Did toſſe me on the ſea, and en the land J found ſuch bꝛoyle 

By warres, that in my heart J thought them bliſt of God whom erſt 
The violence of the raging ſea and hidedus winds had perſt, 
And whom the w2athfull Caphorc1 by ſhipwꝛecke did confound 
Dft wiſhitig alſo J had there among the reſt bene dzownd. 


No any of his countreymen had lett as then aliue 8 
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My company now hauing felt the wozſt that ſea oꝛ warte 
Could wozke, did taint, and wiſht an end of ſtraying out ſo farre. 
But Apgmon hot of nature and to fette though langhters made, 
Said. What remapneth ſirs th;ough which our patiente cannot wade? 
Uhat further ſpight hath Venus yet to wozke againſt vs moe 
TU hen woꝛſe miſtoztunes may be feard than haue beene felt befoze, 
Then pꝛayer may aduantage men, and vowing may them bote, 
Vut when the woꝛſt is paſt of things, then feare is vnder fote. 
Andwhen that bale is higheſt growne, then bote muſt next enſew. 
Although ſhe heare me and do hate vs all (which thing is trew) 
Chat ſexue here vnder Diomed : Pet ſet we light her hate. 
And deatelp it ſhould ſtand vs on to purcaſce high eſtate. 
TTlith ſuch ſtowt woꝛds did Agmon ſtirte Dame venus vnto ire, 
And raiſde againe her ſctled grudge. Not many had deſire 
To heare him talke thus out of ſquate: the moſt of vs that are 
Vis friends, rebukt hun foz his wozds. And as he did pꝛepate 
To anſwere, both his royce and thzoat by which his voyte ſhould go, 
Were ſmall : his harre to feathers turnde: his necke was clad as the 
Wuth fcathers : ſo was bꝛiſt and backe. The greater feathers ſtack 
Uppon his armes: and into wings his clbowes bowed backe. 
The greateſt poꝛtion of his feete was turned into toes. 
A hardned bill of hoꝛne did grow vppon his mouth and noze, 
And ſharpened at the nether end Vis fellowes [us, Ide, 
Rethenor, Ny and Abas all ſtood wond:ing by his ſide. 
And as they wondꝛed, they recciude the ſelfe ſame ſhape and hew. 
And finally the greater part of all nrp band vp flew, 
And clapping with their new made wings, about the Oꝛes did gird. 
And ik ye do demaund the chape of this ſame doubt full bird, 
Cuen as they be net very Swans: ſo dzaw they very neere The EA. 
© he ſhape cf Signets white. TUth much a do J ſettles here, 
And with alittle remnant of my people do obtaine 
The dzy grounds of my fathunlaw, King Dawnus who did raigne 
Jn Ca'»bry, Thus much the ſonne of Oenve ſaid. Anon 

Sir Venulus returning from the Bing of Calvdon, 

Fo:ſoke the coaſt of Puceo!! and the fields of Meſſapie 
In which heſaw a darkeſome den ne foꝛegrowune with buſhies hie, 
And watred with alittle ſpꝛing. The halfegoate Pan that howze 


Polleſſed it: but heere:ofozeit was the Fairies bowze. 
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A ſhepheardof Appulia from that countrey ſcaatd them furlſk, 
But afterward recvuering heart and hardineſſe they dutſt 
Deſpiſe them when he cha'ed them, and with their nimble forte 
Continued on theu dauncing ſtill in time and meaſute mate, 
The ſhepheard found ue fault with them: and with his lowtlike leapes 
Did countexſeit their mumon daunce, and rapped out by heapes 
A rabble of vn:aueric taunts euen like acountrey clopne, 
To which moſt leawd and filthy tearmes of purpoſe he did ioyne. 
And after he hadonce begon, he could not hold his tong, 
Tintill that in the tunber of a tree his thzoat wasclang. 
Foznow he is a tre, and by his iewee diſcerne ye may 
His maaners. Foz the Olyft wild doth ſencibly bewzap 
Vy Berries full ot bitterneſſe his rayling tong. Foz ap 
EZheharſhneſle of his bittet wo2ds the berryes beate away. 

Now when the kings 4mbaſſadour returned home without 

The ſuccour of th Actolian Pꝛinte, the Ruti ls being ſtout 
Made luckleſſe warte without their helpe : and much on either ſide 
Nas ſhed of blod. Beholo King ſurne made burning bꝛonds to glive 
Apon their ſhippes, and they that had eſcaped water, ſtood 
In fcareof fire. The flame had ſindgd the pitch, the ware and wood. 
Andother things that nouriſh fire, and running vp the maſte 
Caught hold opon.the ſayles, and all the tackling gan to waffe, 
The Kowers ſeates did alſo ſmoke : when calling to her mind 
That theſe ſame (hips were Pinetres erſt and ſhaken with the wind 
On 1da mount, the mother ot the Gods Dame Cybel! fill'd 
The ayze with ſound of belles, and noyſeof ſhalmes. And as ſhchil'd:

Sayd thus. O l urnus all in vaine theſe wicked hands of the 
Do caſt this fire. Fo2 by my ſelſe diſpointed it ſhall bee, 

I will not let the waſting fire conſume theſe hips which are 
Aparcell of mp foreſt lde of which J am moſt chare. 

It thundzed as the Ooddeſſe ſpake, and with the thundzing came 
A ſtoꝛme ot raine and ſkipping hayle. And ſudden with the ſame 
Che ſonnes of tre mu ting fierce and fighting very ſoze, 
Did trouble boththe Sea and Aye, and ſet them in a roare, 
Dame Cybe ll vſing one of then to ſeruc her turne that tyde, 
Dio bꝛeake the Cables at the which the Troiane ſhips did ride, 
Ann bare them pꝛone and vnderneath the water did them dzine, 
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Che timber of them loſtning turnde to bodyes ſteight aline. 

The ſtemmes were turnd to heads, the oꝛes to ſwumming fate and toes, 
Che ſides to ribbes, the kœle that thzough the midole Galley goes 
Became the ridgebone of the backe, the ſaples and tackling, haire; 

And into armes on either ſive the ſapleyards turned were. 

Their he w is duſkie as befoze, and now in ſhape of mayde 

They play among the waues of which euen now they were alftapd. 

And being Sea : nymphes, whereas they were bzed in mountaines hard, 
They haunt fo2 ay the water ſoft, and neuer afterward 

Mad minde to ſe their natiue ſople. But yet foꝛgetting not 

How many perils they had felt on ſea by luckleſſe lot, 

They okten put their helping hand to ſhips diſtreſt by wind, 8 


Unleſſe that any carryed Gtakes. Foz bearing ſtill in mind 
The burning ol the Towne of Troy they hate the Greekes by kind, 
And therefozeof VIifes Mippes right glad they were to ſe& 
Che ſhiuers. And as glad they wert as any glad might bee, 
Co ſæ Alcinous ſhips wex hard and turned into ſtone. 
Theſe ſhips thus hauing gotten life, and being turnd ech one

Derte father who ha neuet bene vncourteous vato mu, 
Now ſhew the greateſt curtefie ( J pꝛaꝝ ther) that map bœ. 
Ind on my ſonne Ac: #2» (who a gtaundchild vnta the 
Math got of my blod, it thou wilt yvouchſatc him ought at all 
Youchlafe ſome Godhead to beſtow, although it be but ſniall. 
It is pnough that once hehath altedy ſeene the Realme 
Ot Piuto, vtter pleaſureleſſe, andpaſſed S:yx's ſtteame. 
The Sods aſſented: neither did Qucene luno then appeare 
In countnante ſtrange, but did conſent with glad and merry chate. 
Then louc. Acnæ: wozthyisa (att in heauen to b. 
Thy wiſh foz whom thou deſt it with J graunt it franke and free, 
This graunt of his made Venus glad. She thankt him fo2 the ſame, 
Andglyding though the ayze vpon her yoaked Doues the came 
To Lawrenr ſhoze, whereclad with reeve the Niuer Numicke dope 
To ſeaward ( which is nere at hand) with ſtealing pace doth crepe. 
She bade this Niuer wach away what euer moztall were 
In god Acnz2+ body, and them vnder ſea to beare. 
Che honed bꝛoke fulfild her heſt, and with his water ſherre 
D id purge and cleanze Ac from his mo: tall bodyclare, 
Thyc better poztion of him dtd remaine vnto him ſound 
Vis mother having hallowed hun did noint his body round 
Eith heaucnly odours, and did touch his mouth with ambꝛoſte 
The which was mirt with Near ſweet, and made him byand by 
A Gov, to whom the Romanes giue the name of lachnes, 
Enveuozing withthen tem ples and their Altars him to pleaſe. 
A'canivs with the double name from thence began ts ratane, 
An whom the rule of Abe andof Latium did remainc, 
Next hun ſucca ded Sum whoſe ſonne Las ius hild 
The auntient name and Scepter which his Sraundleet erſt did wald. 
The famous Epic after this Latinus did ſucceed.

He doth not like a number of theſe common woers caſt 
His loue to cucry one heſas. Thou art the firſt and laſt 
Chat euet he ſet mind vpon. Alonclyvnato thee 
Ve yowes himſelfe as long as life doth laſt. Poꝛeouer hee

TAhen reaſon could not conquer rage becauſe it was to ſtrong, 
Came humbly to the Ladies houſe: and one while laying ope 
His wꝛetched loue befoꝛe her nurce, beſought her by the hops 
Ok Lady Anaxatetet her nurce-childs god ſucteſſe, 
She would not be againſt him in that caſe of his diſtreſſe. 
Another while entreating faire ſome friend of hers, he pzayd 
Vim carneftly with carcfull toye, of furtherance andofk apd. 
Dft times he didp2eferre his ſute by gentle letters ſent, 
Odt garlonds moyſted with the deaw of teares that from him went 
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De hanged on her poſts. Dft times his tender ſites he layd 
Ag. unſt the thzeſhold hard, and olt in ſadnelle oid vpbzayd 
The locke with much vngentlenelle. The Lady crueller 
Than are the ryſing narrow (eas, oz falling Kids, andfarre 
Moe hard than ſteele of Noricum, andthan the ſtony Kocke 
Chat in the Quarry hath his rote, did him dilpiſe and niocke, 
Beſide her doings meccileſſe of ſtatelyneſſe and ſpight 
She adding pꝛoud and (co;netull woꝛds defrauds the wzetched wyght 
Of very hope. But |phis now unable any moze 
To beare the toꝛment of his griefe ſtill ſtanding there befaze 
Het gate, ſpake theſe his lateſt wozds : Well Auaxatetce, 
Thou haſt the vpper hand. Yencetozth thou chalt not ned to be 
Agrieued any moze with me. Os tryumph hardely ; 
Go vaunt thy ſelfe with ioy : go ſing the long of vigoꝛp: 
Goput acrowne of glittering bay vpon thy cruell head. 
Foz why thou haſt the vpper hand, and J am gladly dead. 
Vell ſteely harted well : reioyce. Compeld vet ſhalt thou bee, 
©f ſomewhat in me fo; to haue a lining. Thou ſhalt ſe 
A point wherein thou mayſt me derme moſt thank full vats ther, 
And in the end thou ſhalt confefle the great defert in mee. 
But pet remember that as long as life in me doth laſt 
The care of the ſhall neuer from this heart of mine be taſt. 
Fo2 both the life that J do liue in hope of ther, and tother 
Which nature giueth, Mall haue end and paſſe away togither. 
No tydings of mp woetull ceath (hall come to thee by fame; 
My ſelfe (J do aſſure the) will be bꝛinger of the ſame. 
My lelife (J ſay) will pꝛeſent be that thoſe ſame cruell exen 
zDf thinemay led themſelues vpon this ljueleſſe cozſe of mine.

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And wꝛetchedly did totter on the poſt with ſtrangled thꝛoat, 
The wicket which his feare ſull fert in ſpꝛawling mainly ſmoat, 
Did make anoy(s ; and flying ope bewzayed his doing plaine. 
The ſcruants ſherkt, and liſting vp his bod but in vame, 
Conucyd him to his mothers houſe his father exſt was lame. 
Vis mother layd him in her lappe, and cleepingin her armes 
Ver ſonnes cold body, altert that ſhe had bewayl d het harmes 
Vith wozds and doings motherlike, the coꝛſe with mourning chere 
To buriall ſadly thzough the towne was bozne vpon a bete. 
Che houſe of Anax-cecer by chance was nete the way 

By which this piteous pompe did pafle. And ofthe dolefull lay 
The ſound came to the cares of her, whom Godalready gan 
To ſtrike. Pet let vs ſe (quoth the)the buriallofthis man: 
And vp the high wide windowd houſs in ſayung lo ſheran.. -.. 
Scarce had ſhe well on 1phis lot, that on the Bere did lye, 


But that her eyes wart ftarke : and from herlimbes the blod gan flye- 


In ſtead thereof came paleneſſe in. And as ſhebackward was 
In mind to go, her feet ſtacke faſt and could nat ſtirre. And as 
She would haue caſt het conntnance backe, ſhe could not do it. Aud 
Che tony hardneſſe which a late did in her ſtomacke ſtand, 
Within a while did onergrow her whole from ſole to crowne. 
Aud le aſt you thinke this gecre ſurmizde, euen yet in Salamin towne 
Df Lady Anaxa:cce the image ſtandeth plaine. 
Che Temple alſo in the which the unage doth remaine, 
Is vnto Venus conſecrate by name of L oker out. 
And therefoꝛe we ping well theſe things, J pꝛay the loke about 
God Lady, and away with pꝛide: and be content to frame 
Thy ſelte to him that loucth and cannot quench his flame. 
So neither may the Lentong cold the budding fcait-trees kill, 
No2 yet the ſharpe and boyſtrous winds thy flow2mg Gatdines ſpill. 
The God that can vpon him take what kindofſhape he lift, 
Now hauing ſayd thus much in vaine, omitted to perſiſt 
In beldames ſhape, and ſhewes himſelfe a luſty gentleman, 
Appearing to her chertefullp, euen like as Phoebus whan 
He hauing ouertome the clouds that did wrthtand his might, 
Doth blaze his bꝛightſome deames againe with fuller heat and tight.

Till Nuomor the tight ſull heyꝛe depoſed very long, 
Was by his daughters ſonnes relto2d. and on the feaſtfull day 
Of Pale, foundation ot the walles of Rome they gan to lap, 
Done aſter Tacyc and the oss of Sabiac ſtird debate; 
And Tarpecy faz her tiaurous der d in opening of the gate 
Of Tarpey tere, was pꝛeſt to death acco2ding to deſart, 
With Armour heapt vpan her head, Then feerce and ſtowt of heart 
Che Sabines like to tungleſſe UWialucs without all nopſe of talke 
gſſayld the Romanes m their lcepe, and to the gates gan ſtalke 
Aich las ſonne had clofepfalt with locks and bares. But pit 
Dame luno has ſetopen ane, and as (he opened it 
Had made no noyſcof train huth the hindgeg, ſo that nns 
Percciud the opening ol the gate but Venus all alone, 
And ſhe had ſhut it vp, but that it is not lawłull to | 
One God to vndo anythinganother God hath do. F 
The water nymphs of Awtonye hild all the grounds about 
The Church of tavus where was ſto2eof ſpꝛings frech flowing out. 
Dame Venus pꝛayd theſe niwphs of helpe. And they conſideting that 
The Soddeſſe did requeſt na moꝛe butrzght, dende it nat. 
They opened all their forntame vaynes and made them flowapace. 
Dowbeit the paſſage was not pet to lanus open face 
Foꝛcloſed: neither had as vet the water ſtopt the way. 
They put ranke bzimſtong vnderneath the flowing ſpzing that day, 
And eke with ſmokie rozen ſet their vaineson fire fo2 ay. 
Thꝛough foꝛte of theſe and other things, the vapour pierced low 
Euen downe vnto the very rotes on which the ſpzings did grow, 
So that the waters which a late in toldneſle might compare 
Euen with the frozen Alpes, now hote as burning furnace are. 
The two gate poſts with ſpꝛinkling ol the fyꝛie water ſmoakt.

The time, O Father, in as much as now the Romane ftate 
Is weren ſtrong vppon the god foundation layd alate, 
Depending on the ſtay of one) is tome fo2 the to make 
Thy pꝛomiſe god, which thou of me and ot thy graund / chyld ſpake, 
Which was to take him from the earth, and in the heauen hun ſtay, 
Chou once ( markt thy gratious woꝛds and bare them well away) 
Beloꝛe a great aſſembly of the Gods didſt to me ſay:

Aſſone as that the caſe had firſt ban pleaded, and the dad

And whatſoener other thing is hid from common ſence. 
Ve alſois the firft that did eniopne an abſtinence 
Co ferde of any liuing thing. Me allo firſt of all 
Spake thus, although right learnedly, yet to effect but ſmall. 
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Pe moꝛtall men fozbeare to frank your fleſh with wicked fod: 

Ve haue both cozne and fruites of tres, 4 grapes and herbs right god, 
And though that ſome be harſh and hard, pet fire may make them well 
Both ſoft and \weet.

Molt gentle fode and riches to content both minde and eye: 
There needs no flaughter noꝛ no blood to get your lining by 
Che beaſtes do bꝛeake their faſt with fleſh; e yet not all the beaſts neither: 
Foz Yozſ\ſcs, Shape, and Rother beaſtes to line by graſſe had leuer. 
Che nature of the beaſt that doth delight in blody fed,

In ſaying ſo an altar grene ot clo wers he did frame, 

And offred fuming frankinſence in fire vpon the ſame, 

And pow2cd bolles of wine thereon, and ſearchedtherewithall 

The gquiuering inwards of a ſhepc to know what ſhauldbefall, 

A l yr1hene Tlizzard hauing ſought the bo wels, ſaw therein 

Great changes and attempts of things then ready to begm, 

Which were not plaincly mamifeft. But when that he at laſt 

Nis cres from inwards of the beaſt on C:ppus hozncs had caſt, 

Maile King (he ſayd) foz vnto thee, © Cippus, vnto ther,

Thus much he ſayd: ant by and by together he did call 8 


The people andthe Senatozs, But pet he firſtof all 

Did hide his hoznes with lawzell leaues, and then without the wall 
Me ſtanding on a mount the which his men had made of ſods, 

And hauing after auncient guiſe made pꝛapet to the Gods, 

Sapd: Here is one that ſhall, vnleſſe ye banniſh hun your tolone 
Juunediately be King of Rome, and weare a ropall crolone. 
What man it rs I will by ſigne, but not by name bewzap. 

He hath vppon his bꝛow two hoznes. The Wizzard hecre doth ſay, 
That it he enter Rome, you ſhall like ſcruantshum obay, 

He might haue entred at your gates which open fo2 him lap, 

But did ſkay him thence : and pet there is not vnto me 

A nerrer friend in all the wozld. Howbcit fozbid hun per

Such noyſe as Pinetrees make what time the heady Caſterne winde

Betwerne the dawning of the day and chutting in of night. 
Moꝛeouer, on the bzazen gate, at which this Cipvus might 
Maue entred Rome, apapꝛe ot hozncs were grande to repꝛeſent 
Vis wondꝛous ſhape, as of his deed an endleſſe monument.

Now ſhew, fo2 you know, neither are you dulde by time 02 ſpace, 
Vow e£iculapi: s1nthe Ile that ts 1n | 1be: derpe 
Among the Sacred Saints of Rune had foztune fo; to crepe, 
A cruell plague did heretoſoꝛe infe the Lauan apꝛe

Themſclues no helpe at mans hand no by Phiſicke to teteiie.

Uith loftie creſl of gold, began a hiſſing fo2 to make, 
Uhich was a warning giuen. And with his pꝛeſente he did ſhake 
The Altar, ſhꝛine, doꝛes, marble flowze, and roofe all lapd with gold, 
And vauncing vp his bꝛeſt he ſtayd, right ſtately to behold 1 
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Amid the Church, and round about his flerp eyes he rould, 
The ſight did fray the people, but the wineleNe P2teſt (whoſe heare 
as truſled in a fare white Cawll) vid know the God was there. 
And ſaid, Beholdtiz Gov ti; God. As many as be here 
P2ayboth with mouth and mind. O thou our glozious God, appears 
To our behofe,and helpe thy folke that kepc thy hallowes right. 
The people pꝛeſent woꝛchipped his Godhead there in fight.

Vy Romech and by Cawlon, andby Naricc thence he paſt, 1 
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And from the ſtreights of S cihe gate quite andclare at laſt. 
Chen ran he by th Acolian Iles, and by the mettall mine 

Df ſemp1a,andby | ev coie and tempꝛate Felt, where fine 

And pleaſant Roſes flouriſh aye. From thence by C.preas 

And Athaucy the headlond of Mincrua he did paſſe 

To Surrenc, where with gentle Uines the hilles be ouerclad, 

And by the towneof Her: ules and aby ill beſtad, 

And Naples bozneto idleneſſe, and Cumes where Sybell had 
His Temple, and the ſcalding Bathes, and Linterne where grow ftoze 
@f Maſticke trees, and Vulcurne which beares ſand apacefrom ſhoze, 
And Smue ſle where as Adders are as white as any ſnow, 

And Miaturac ofinfeced apꝛe becauſeit ſtands ſo low, 

And Caiet where Ænæxas did his Qurſe in tombe beſtow, 

And Formy where Antiphates the Leſtiigon did keepe, 

And Irache enuirond with a Fen, and Ci1ces $Hountaine ffeps 

To Ancon with the boyſtrous ſhoꝛe. Aſſone as that the Ship 
Arriued here, (foz now the ſea was tough) the God let ſlip 

His Circles and in bending boughs and wallowing waues did glide
